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MILLION DOLLAR FUNERAL IS PLANNE: 


For Great Dowager 
of Chinese Empire

penter.) 

Peking, China, 1!909.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The body of the great 
empress dowager is still in Peking. It 
lies in one of the palaces of the For- 
bidden City, in a coffin of cypress 
wood almost a foot thick, bound with 
rawhide and covered with lacquer. It 
will rest there for several weeks yet, 
and will then be carried to its final 
home in’ the eastern tombs. The prep- 
arations for the funeral are now mak- 
ing. Its cost will run into the mil- 
and the road to the imperial 
cemetery will, figuratively speaking, 
be paved with gold. 

The Richest Woman in Asia. 

The great dowager had luxurious 
tastes, and was fond of pomp in al! of 
her doings. . She spent money like 
water, ang used fabulous sums “to 
keep up her palaces. During the last 
year of her life she hag planned a 
new home at the Summer’Palace, and 
had ordered the architects to draw the 
designs. The buildings were to cost 
four million taels, or about three mil- 
tion dollars, and the work wag to 
have been begun in 1909. The plans 
were made, but, owing to the dow- 
ager’s death, they will not be carried 
out. IT am tol@d that her majesty gave 
equally elaborate directions as to her 
mausoleum, and that it ig being con- 
structed on a magnificent scale. 

The great empress dowager is said 
to have been the richest woman in 
Asia. There is no queen Hiving who 
has had such sums at her command. 
At the time of her sixtieth birthday 
a hint was sent out to the various offi- 
Clais that each should give the old 
lady a present, and money rolled in 
from all parts of China. Altogether 
something like seventy million dollars 
was sent to Peking. 

This wag about the time of the 
Chinese-Japanese war, and some of the 
money was spent to pay the expenses 
of that calamitous struggle. The then 
bad condition of the Chinese navy is 
said to have been partially due to the 
avarice of the old empress. As the 
atory goes, the government had set 
aside $15,000,000 for new warships. The 
Old dowager said it Was a pity to 
waste so much money that way. and 
Bhe took the naval appropriations and 
Duilt a new palace. The officials re- 
monstrated They said the money had 
been voted for the navy, and must be 
accounted for. . 

“That is easy 
great dowager, and she 
had carved on the gates of her new 
buildings an inscription which read: 
“These are the palaces of the navy.” 

The Dowager’s Head Squeczer. 

Since the Empress Dowager died 1 
have heard many stories about her 
matiesty’s champion squeezer, the fa- 
mous eunuch, Li Lien Ying. He was 
for a long time her body servant, 
later her minister of finance and col- 
lector of ‘bribes. He invested her 
monevs for her in pawnshops, and in 
loans at high rates, and at the same 
time took such a goodly rake-off for 
himself that he is now said to be 
worth tens of millions of dollars. 

No one outside China can appreciate 
the bribery connected with pyblic of- 
fice. Every official who came to the 
palace had to pay something to this 
cobbler's son, and even Li Hung Chang 
was once held up outside the gates for 
three davs because he would not sub- 
mit to his extravagant demands. I am 
told that it cost to pay the palace ex- 
penses during the life of the dowager 
something like thirty million dollars a 
vear, and a great deal of this came 
from such squeezes. 

When the treasury grew low the 
dowager sent out collectors, who trav- 
eled from official to official over the 
empire and demanded gifts. One of 
these collectors was named Kang-Yi. 
Hie was sent on a squeezing tour south, 
having been ordered to bring back at 
least two hundred thousand ounces of 
silver. When Kang-Yi visited Shang- 
hai he demanded that the Chinese Mer- 
chant Ship Company. then under the 
control of Sheng Kung-Pao, should pav 
the government two hundred thousand 
dollars per year, Sheng complained 
that the business would not stand it, 
and compromised at half the sum. 
~ The viceroys of Nanking and Wu- 
chang were heavily bled by Kang- Yi, 
as were also those of Tientsin and 
Canton. The squeezing in the latter 
place was probably aided by a brother 
of Li Hung Chang, who was an official 
there. He was a friend of the dowa- 
ger, and he squeezed so mutch that the 
people nicknamed him “The Bottom- 
less Bag.” 

Waa She a Demon 

One hears all sorts of stories about 
the empress dowager. All acknowledge 
her ability and say she will rank 
among the great queens of all time. 
There is no question as to her strength 
of character. Some exalt her tn the 
ekies as an angel of mercy and light, 
while others say she was a demon in- 
carnate, and they compare her private 
life to that of the Russian empress, 
Catherine the Great. As to her demo- 
maic character, her detractors say she 
poisoned her husband, the Emperor 
Hsien Feng, and thereby became ruler 
in connection with another empress 
whom he married before her, They sus- 
pect that the death of that empress 
was caused by the dowager'’s machina- 
tions and plots, who then reigned su- 
preme during the minority of her son, 
the Emperor Tung Chieh, who was a 
baby when chosen. 

When Tung Chieh had reached the 
age of 15, at which time he might as- 
pire to rule independently, he died of 
sma®@ipox, and they are some malicious 
enough to gay that his mother, the em- 
press dowager, assisted him on the 
fairy ride to a far country. They al- 
lewe that he had begun to resent her 
domination, and that the smallpox was 
really an overdose of opium pilis. They 
sav also that after his death the sui- 
cide of his wife, the empress, who 
threw herself into a well, was assisted 
by this same great woman, and that 
Other crimes of a similar nature may 
be laid to her charge. 

How Kwang-Sa Was Punished. 

Take, for instance, a story which is 
whispered among the officials here at 
Peking. It relates to Kwang-Su the 
late emperor, and to a favorite con- 
cubine of his whom the great dowager 
thought was inciting him to. rebel 
against her. She ordered the emperor 
to come before her and then had his 
sweetheart brought in. When the two 
were kneeling she charged them with 
treason, and said to the emperor: 

*“T shall now show you how I treat 
traitors.” 

She thereupon gave a signal. and her 
executioners seized the concubine and 
with a silken cord strangled her to 
deaths before the eyes of her imperial 
lover. 

The power of the great dowager was 
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supreme. A word from her could slice 
off a head, and her followers knew it. 
They trembled in her presence and 
dared not resist her. When her majesty 
hay on her deathbed some o fthe grand 
councilors proposed to raise tv the 
throne another prince than the one 
she had selected and to make Prince 
Ching regent. Thereupon the great 
dowager gathered her strength and 
rose up saying: 

“You officials think you can humbug 
me because I am old. Verily, I think 
the time for your death has arrived.” 

Possibly an Angel. 

Such is one view of this great ruler’s 
character. On the other hand, Miss Carl, 
who wrote a book giving her experi-| 
ences in painting the empress dowagers 
portrait, says that she was kind and 
sweet and good. Mrs. Conger, the wife 
of our former minister, speaks of her 
as a scholar and an artist, and there 
are many who wil! tell you that the 
charges of her being an assassin are 
false and malicious. I know the story 
about her being a slave girl is untrue. 
She came from one of the best of the 
Manchu families. Her father was Duke 
Chao, a military man, who was be- 
headed oe6fter she had married the 
Emperor Hsien-Feng. 

There is no doubt but that she was 
true to her friends; and that Pu Yi is 


of that trait of her character. The 
inside story of how this baby became 
emperor is yet to be told. One of the 
highest officials gave me the bones 
of the matter as we chatted together 
l night. He said: 

It had its birth in the coup de’etat 
of 1898. Kwang Su, the young em- 
peror, had entered upon his course as | 
an imperial reformer, and had planned 
to put the great empress dowager out 
of the way. In company with his ad- 
visers, Kang Yu Weh and others, he 
had planned to have her majesty and 
her most influential officials executed. 
For this ptfrpose he commanded Yuan 
Shih Kalil, who then had charge of 
the gniy modern army tn the empire, 
consisting of about 5,000 well drilled 
troops, to come to Peking. As Yuan 
kneeled before him in the palace, the 
emperor ordered him to march his 
army to Tientsin and slaughter the 
General Yung Lu, the great dowager's 
friend. After that Yuan was to march 
on to Peking, surrounded the imperiat 
palace and capture the empress dowag- 
er herself. General Yung Lu was the 
viceroy of Tientsin, and as such was 
commander-in-chief of the army of 
which Yuan Snth Kai was the general. 
Yuan bowed low as the emperor gave 
him these orders, and then begged that 


This the emperor refused, saying that 

verbal order from him was good 
enough, whereupon the Chinese general 
acceded and left. 

As Yuan Shih Kali started back tc 
his army, which was near Tientsin, he 
began to reflect on the respective abil- 
ity and forces of the emperor and em- 
press dowager, and decided in favor 
of the latter. He went to General 
Yung Lu and revealed the plot. Yung 
Lu at once took a special train and 
came to Peking. He drove out at night 
to the Summer Palace, where the great 
dowager was living, and before day- 
break she had raised an army of her 
eunuchs and servants and sent them 
to Peking and made the emperor cap- 
tive. Her majesty then declared that 
he was not fit to rule, and made him 
send out an edict begging her to again 
take the throne. He was then confined 
in a building in the middle of a lake 
inside the Forbidden city, and he had 
no more power to the day of his death. 

How Pu Yi Became Emperor. 

In the meantime, the old empress 
dowager did not forget her good 
friends Yuan Shih Kai and Yung Lu. 
Yuan Shih Kai at once ;became the 
most influential man in the empire, 
and he remained such until the dow-

As to General 
ager rewarded 
daughter empress, 
the ruler of China. 

There is a pretty story in connec- 
tion with this. According to it the 
empress dowager said to Yung Lu: 

“T have just had a vision in which 
I have seen your descendants on the 
imperial throne, and I think the 
vision is bound to come true. Here 
is Prince Chun, the brother of the 
emperior, and the most likely scion 
of the imperiai line. Now you have 
a daughter of the right age fur mar- 
riage, We will join here with Prince 
Chun, and the first son shall be 
Kwang Su’s successor. Yung Lu 
gladly acceded. The two were mar- 
ried, and the baby, Emperor Pu Yi, 
was the fruit of their union. Just be- 
fore the old dowager died she wrote 
the edict carrving out her part of 
the contract with Yung Lu, and there- 
by his baby grandson has ascended 
the throne. 

Hew the Dowager Died. 

The last hours of the great em- 
press were full of terrible pain. Ac- 
cording to etiquette, the doctors dared 
not touch her and could not experi- 
ment to find out her disease. I[ am 
told they watched her on their Knees 
and saw her struggle and fight as 
death cathe on. The edicts sent out 
by her gave but little idea of her ill- 
ness. Nevertheless, they are pathetic. 
Here is one that was published the 
middle of last November, about two 
weeks before her death: 

“From the beginning of autumn our 
health has been poor. The officia's 
and governors of every province have 
beer ordered to send us physicians, 
but their prescriptions have not avail- 
ed. Now the negative and positive 
elements in us are failing. We have 
ailments jnternal and external. Our 
breast is stopped up, our stomach re- 
bellious, our back and legs painful, 
our appetite failing. Upon moving 
our breath fails, and there is cough- 
ing and panting. Besides, we have 
chills and fever. Sleep is far from 
our eyes, and the strength of our 
body is failing. The vicero;> gov- 
ernors and generals are urged tw send 
us physicians, and any who succeed 
in aiding us will recelve specia! 
grace.” 

The edict was sent out and a new 
corps of doctors brough in. They like- 
wise failed, and other edicts which 
were published abotu three days later 
stated that they were degraded and 
would work for some time in the fu- 
ture withotu pay as a punishment. 

During her last days her majesty 
lived almost entirely upon woman's 
milk. She had a large corps of wet 
nurses and went back to the customs 
of her babyhood fer nourishment, This 
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is a common prescription for members 
of the imperial family. 

Chats About the Great Dowager. 

During my stay in Peking | have had 
chats with many who knew the great 
dowager. I remember a conversation 
with one of her ladies-in-waiting, ‘a 
Chinese girl who speaks excellent Eng- 
lish. She represents the empress as 
having been a bluffer and as knowing 
how to play off one party or man 
against another. She was dictatorial 


stroke of paralysis. This can be seen 
in some of the photographs which I! 
have been able to secure in Peking. 
Her majesty objected to being photo- 
graphed, and she would not permit 
photographers to come into the palace. 
However, one of the court ladies who 
had been abroad as the daughter of 
the Chinese minister to Paris brought 
in a camera and made some pictures. 
In some way the plates fell into the 
hands of outside photographers, and 
soon the likenesses of her majesty 


and maye her ladies dress as an under- 
study to herself. She would say along 
toward evening: 

“I intend to wear 
the morrow, and on the day following 
all the girls must appear in \red.”’ 

The next day the order would be for 
yellow, or perhaps green, and the court 
lady who came in wearing the wrong 
color was punished. 

When in her prime her majesty was 
rather fine looking. During her last 
days her face was drawn awry from a

Behind the Scenes With the Dowager. 
This woman tells me that the dowa- 
ger was fond of pretty things and that 
she had great artistic taste. She paint- 
ed pictures herself and wrote Chinese 


scrolls most beautifully. She support- 
ed a school for artists and had some- 


thing like eighteen scholars in it whe 
worked for her. 

As to her companionship. at an audi- 
ence which she gave to Mrs. Conger, 
Mrs. Miles and other ladies when Gen- 
¢ral Miles made his trip around the 
world she presented each of the guests 
with a scroll of her own making, say- 
ing: 

“Some people charge that I do not 
write these scrolls myself, but I will 
show you that I do.” Thereupon she 
called for large pieces of red paper, 
and with a brush. which she grasped 
tightly in her whole hand, she made 
some exquisite Chinese characters. I 
have seen portfolios containing scores 
of her paintings of flowers. Some of 
these are owned by Dr. George Morri- 
son. the correspondent of The London 
Times in Pekin. 

Her majesty's quarters in the patace 
contained many works of Chinese art, 
and among them were some which were 
exceedingly valuable. At one of her 
luncheons to the ladies of the daiplo- 
matic Corps a jade bowl was shown. 
This was two feet high and nearly 
three feet in diameter; {t was decorated 
with grapevines cut in the jade. At 
the same luncheon was exhibited an- 
other piece of jade, of shape of a moun- 
tain. with trees. houses, men, animals 
and bridges carved upon it. It wag 
five feet high, and more than that thick. 
When it is remembered that a piece of 
jade as big as one’s thumbna!l is worth 
several dollars, the cost of such work 
can be appreciated. 

The great dowager was fond of chif- 
dren. At one of her luncheon parties 
she asked the wife of our Chinese sec- 
retary. who acted as the interpreter, 
to bring her little girls with her. Only 
one came, and the empress dowager 
carried her off to her own bedroom and 
allowed her to play with carvings af 
jade and other precious stones. Upon 
leaving. the little girl was given a jade 
doll baby, which she carried home. 

Her imperial majesty was fond of 
fine dressing. She had as many gowns 
as Queen Elizabeth of England, and 
all were of the most beautiful silks. 
satins and velvets. She wore much 
jewelry, and also the wigs and other 
hair decorations of high Manchu Jadies. 
Her shoes were of Manchu gtyle, each 
having a big heel in the center of the 


foot, which raiseqa the wearer five or 
six inches. 


Great Dowager and Modern Reform. 


During her latter days the empress 
dowager was the soul of the reform 
movement. She knew but little of the 
condition of her people until the Boxer 
trouble occurred, when she was forced 
to flee to a far-off province. The Chi- 
nese had no opportunity to prepare 
the way for her, and she saw for the 
first time the real poverty of her peo- 
pie. During that period she evidently 
made up her mind to change things 
if she ever got back to Peking As 
soon as she returned she advised the 
foreign office to that effect. 

Before arriving at the capital she 
sent word that if foreigners would like 
to see the return of the court it could 
be arranged, and thereupon windows 
were rented along the line of march. 
The quarters of our legation were in 
a balcony over a silk shop, and those 
who saw her majesty tell me she was 
carried by in a yellow sedan chair, and 
that she waved her hand to our min- 
ister as she passed. 

During that trivp the great dowager 
was very timid. She was upset by the 
war and the new innovations, and was 
as near real fear as she ever was in 
her whole eventfyl life. A part of the 
return trip was Made oan the railroad, 
when her majesty took her first ride 
on the cars. When the whistle of the 
locomotive blew she was frightened, 
and asked what was the matter. She 
was told that the engineer was mere- 
ly announcing a road crossing. and 
that nothing was wrong. She there- 
upon tolg the conductor that in the 
future he must send her word every 
time before the whistle blew, that she 
might not be frightened.

Luxembourg is an independent state. 
It exercised its sovereign power in fix- 
ing the succession to its grand ducal 
throne on the princess. Doing so, it 
Overrode the family pact of Nassau. 
and braved the anger of the mighty 
empire which towers over it. The state 
did not select its present rulers of it- 
self, but it accepted them, and is de- 
termined to uphold them. For cen- 
‘uries Luxembourg was one of the 
Belgian states. The interferences of 
the great powers severed it from Bel- 
sium. Fate, juggling with the fam- 
ilv pact of the house of Nassau. gave 
it for its own a royal family burdened 
with no greater crown. To preserve 
that family its pact must go. 

The family pact of Nassau was made 


in 1793 to undo the justice done 328 
years before by Henry the Rich of 
Nassau .,.when, dying, he divided his 
territories between his two sons. 
princess descended from these sons. 
the hereditary Stadholder of the Neth- 
eriands and the Duke of Nassau. 
thought little of equitable division in 
1783. They thought much about the 
glory of their name. To sustain it 
they disinherited their daughters and 
vested all that Orange and Nassau held 
in the heirs male of their race. 
Twelve years after the pact was 
made it became inoperative. for the 
great heritage was gone, the triumpn 
of the French revolution was com- 
menced, the Stadholder was a refugee 
in England.

Germany's efforts to uphold the fame- 
ily part of the house of Nassau were 
desperate. No prince lives who can 
claim to the heir male of that 
great house. None came forward toa 
claim its succession save a pretender 
of rank and tarnished ancestry: 
a certain count of Merenberg. His 
Aoscent has its romanee, of the vulgar 
kind. 

The mother of the pretender to the 
name, the honors and the riches of 
Orange-Nassau, was a daughter of the 
Russian poet Pouchkine. Her husband 
was a Russian officer named Doubelilt,

Jeffersonton was once the seat of | 
justice of Camden county. situated on | 
the north side of the St. Illa (Satilla) 
river. It is 25 miles from St. Mary’s, 
28 from Brunswick and 60 miles from 
Darien. This was one of the most 
important towns of southern Georgia 
in the early part of the nineteenth 
century. St. Mary’s, situated so beauti- 
fully on the north side of St. Mary’s 
river and 9 miles from and in sight of 
the ocean, became the county seat, and 
Jeffersonton has now only a few de- 
molished chimneys to tell of a town 
that has passe” out of existence. 


ELLIJA.

“Thirteen years ago, enthused with 
the desire to honor and perpetuate the 
memory of our southern soldiers, I 
sought your cooperation in organizing 
our chapter of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy. to which you called 
me as president. I accepted the honor 
with the patriotic purpose to do all in 
my power to promote a cause so 
worthv. and whatever service I may 
have rendered during all these years 
has been to me a labor of love. I think 
we may look with a good degree of 
satisfaction on what has been accom- 
plished, vet we all realize that much 
remains to be done. With this convic- 
tion. I feel it necessary that we should 
have an efficient. zealous and faith- 
ful officer to lead in the work. For 
the last two years I have felt my 
strength unequal for the labor that my 
position imposes, and in justice to you, 
to myself and to the cause we all hold 
dear. I herewith tender my resigna- 
tion as your president and request 
that vou accept it as final. Let me 
assure vou that 1 heartily appreciate 
the courtesy, consideration and the 
cooperation vou have accorded me, and 
it is with deep regret that I sever a 
relation that has been so pleasant. 

“While I can no longer serve you 
as in the past, yet, with unabated zeal, 
akin to that of the private confederate 
soldier. I fall into ranks and enlist 
for life. service in our worthy cause. 
I trust you will be wisely guided in 
choosing my successor and that she 
may receive the same cordial support 
that vou have accorded me. Let us 
never forget the sacred obligation of 
our chapter to perpetuate the memory 
and honor the valor of the heroes of 
our own beloved southland.” 

After which the chapter, with one 
accord, speke of the beautiful harmony 
and love which had reigned during 
Mrs. Heard’s presidency. The chapter 
voted that Mrs. Heard be made. hon- 
Orary president.

Happy School Children in Idaho. 

In The Woman’s Journal is a brief 
report of the comfortable conditions 
which conduce to education in Twin 
City, Idaho: 

“The school house is usually the 
finest building in the town, and one 
of the first to be built. The ‘central- 
ized system,’ introduced by Miss May 
Scott, Idaho state superintendent of 
public instruction, prevails every- 
where. In order to give the children 
of farmers the same penefits enjoyed 
by those in the towns, large covered 
wagons are sent out every morning, 
making a tour of all the roads, pick- 
ing up the scholars for a radius of 10 
miles, and taking them home again in 
the afternoon. In Twin Falls fifteen 
wagons are constantly employed, and 
they can accommodate thirty children 
to the wagon. 

There are altogether 1,050 scholars in 
the public schools, for a population of 
5,000. Education is compulsory, and 
parents who neglect to send their chil- 
dren are severely punished. 

“There is a $100,000 high school 
house in Twin Falls and several others 
which cost less. High wages are paid 
to the teachers, who come chiefly from 
Iowa. That state has- furnished half 
the school teachers in the northwest.

Federation Schools and Their Managers. 

One of the attractive speakers )in 
the morning session was Mfs. M L. 
Johnson, whose crutches gpoke elo- 
quently of the triumph of/mind over 
bodily weakness. Mrs. Johnson has 
given her heart and brain to the crea- 
tion of a “model school” at Cass Sta- 
tion, and most nobly she succeeded in 
breaking down the opposition some 
parents felt against vooking, sewing, 
wood-carving and basket making be- 
with “read- 
ing, writing and _ arithmetic.” She 
told of the cooperation which has been 
shown by the women of the Massachue 
Setts clubs in this school, of the many 
gifts they send the children tn addition 
to the sums of money for its support 
for two vears. Mrs. Nellie Peters 
Black, whose heart goes out to all chil- 
dren, especially to those who need a 
helping hand, gave a little history of 
what the state club has done to pro- 
mote education since it was organized 
in 1865. A teacher was placed in Dan- 
ielsville, near Athens, first. then the 
school at Cass Station received aid, 
next a school at Poplar Springs, near 
Dublin, then another six miles from 
Rome, in the Watters district. and now 
the Tallulah Fallg school building is 
completed and in full running order 
with forty pupils in attendance. This 
is now the District Club Woman's 
School and deserves the hearty sup- 
port of all who love to help the help- 
less.—Calhoun Times. 


HELPFUL WOMAN GONE. 


“The death of Maria Parloa_ at 
Bethel, Conn., should not pass with the 
mere news announcement,” says “Club 
Notes.” “Her work as a domestic 
economist and lecturer and writer on 
cooking made her well known through- 
out the country. She was a pioneer 
in the field now occupied by Mrs. Lin- 
coln, Mrs. Ellen Richards and others, 
and thirty-five yearé ago gave a 
course of lessons in sick room cooking 
to Harvard medical students—a form 
of instruction then novel, in which 
every trained nurse is now drilled, Mrs. 
Parloa dealt with both the hygienic 
and economic effects of cooking, and 
did much good in this field. She was 
the author of ‘First Principles of 
Household Management and Cookery,’ 
‘Kitchen Companion,’ ‘The Young 
Housekeeper, ‘New Cook Book and 
Marketing Guide’ and ‘Home Econom- 
ics.’ ”’

Her- 
self the author of several books of 
fiction, she aims to develop through 
The Sketch Book a native Arkansas 
literature.”

‘Miss Alice Baxter Tells of the 
Work Done by Georgia 
Daughters. 


At the Houston convention the Pre- 
| port of the Georgia division, United 
 Deughters of the Confederacy, was 
| submitted by Miss Alice Baxter. She 
spoke of the pleasure Atlanta had in 
entertaining the convention last No- 
vember, and what the Georgia Daugh- 
ters had done since. The report fol- 
lows: 

“Madam President and United 
| Daughters of the Confederacy: Allow 
me to embody in this report a brief 
mention of the pleasure and honor 
that came to the Georgia (division 
through your meeting with us in At- 
lanta last November as guests of the 
Atlanta chapter. The memory of that 
assembly is a delight and we count it 
a notable event in our history. 

“We have been busy in Georgia 
since that time. The lith of March 
found us in one day session, as guests 
of the Atlanta chapter, bent upon 
thinking over location of the Wirz 
monument. Sensational reports of a 
sensational meeting preceded this con- 
vention. Our sensation was made by 
the dignity of our bearing, the bril- 
liancy of the speeches as to where the 
monument should go, and by the vivid 
interest of our male contingent—for 
whom we had standing room only. 

“Richmond Daughters and Veterans, 
with a loyal courtesy we fully appre- 
clate, etoqd ready to receive our mon- 
ument, but by a large majority it was, 
as you know, voted to Andersonville. 
We sent you Invitations to its unvetl- 
ing the 12th of May, and wish trulv 
you could have been present as the 
guests of the Americus chapter and 
of Andersonville. We had a thor- 
oughly good and patriotic time, with 
splendid speeches, a splendid crowd, 
and a splend{d Georgia barbecue. The 
confederate flag was seen in Ander- 
sonville on that soft spring day for 
the first time since the sorrowful days 
when Captain Wirz was keeper of 
Andersonville prison. The flag waved 
in this vear of 1909 in conjunction 
with that American flag for which our 
forbears fought in revolutionary days. 

Perhaps the feature of the occasion 
which would have most appealed to 
your women hearts was the unvelling 
of the monument to Captain Wirz by 
his daughter and grranddaughter— 
Mrs. Perrin and her little girl, Gladys. 
As the veil fell from the shaft we 
knew indeed that he had made a good 
woman proudly happy, and had to¥l 
the truth of history. 

A Year of Monuments. 

“This has been a year of monuments 
in Georgia. We have unveiled thir- 
teen. Two chapters unveiled monu- 
mente last winter, six chose Memorial 
Day, two were ready for the 3d of 
June, two July 4, while the last was 
unveiled October 14. All this local 
work represents from twenty-five to 
thirty thousand dollars, and stands as 
evidence of the loyalty of Georgia 
Daughters to the memory of their 
home confederates. We have given to 
Arlington and Shiloh as ev@dence of 
our loyalty to all confederutes and to 
our united work. 

“From the dawn of history man has 
built stone memorials of his time and 
people in the effort to live in the 
thought of coming generations. This 
primitive impulse has survived 
through all ages and all civilizations. 
sometimes the stone memorial seems 
preeminently suitable, but whenever 
practicable, do We not take a forward 
step by seeking such memorials as 
will combine help for the living with 
honor for those who surrendered their 
lives for our country? 

“Among living memorials, verily the 
south needs to work for such as will 
help in the dqdtacation of her people. 
The importance of education, espe- 
clally for our neglected rural popula- 
tion, has been generally conceded. To 
quote from Eiigar Gardner Muhpry, 
that forceful writer on southern prob- 
lems ‘Our need today in behalf of the 
unprivileged masses of the rural 
south, is not that we shall agree upon 
education, but that we shall educate’ 


The School at the Gap. 


We of Georgia are turning our 
thoughts towards our mountain folk— 
a potentially strong and virile people. 
We have given our close attention to 
the ‘School at the Gap,’ as Mr. Andrew 
Ritchie, its founder, has calle” his 
school in the gap of our Blue Ridge 
mountains at Rabun. We hope, 
through our memoria! to Frances 
Bartow, to help Mr. Ritchie with his 
splendid work. 

‘We would be glad if Georgia's 
voice today could sound a ringing note 
in behalf of education for the south’s 
rural children. It is again Mr. Murphy 
who says: ‘Within the heart of the 
child He the well springs of the fu- 
ture.’ Children are the vital and per- 
sonal factors of our country, and of 
our humanity. They are the lines 
with us of a YWeeper and more com- 
pelling patriotism Back of the pa- 
triotism of our political and civil life 
there lies, like a new and commanding 
social motive, the patriotism of effi- 
ciency. It is the love of being useful, 
and. therefore, of helping others into 
usefulness. It is the patriotism which 
we invoke in behalf of every wounded, 
helpless, defenseless element of s0- 
clety. It realizes that the good of one 
life comes out of the fullness of all 
life. To bring others into their own 
hoping, believing, loving—this is re- 
ligion, to share with others their 
power of acquiring, thriving and re- 
joicing—this is wealth, to open f6 
otherg the liberties of thinking, and 
knowing.-~ and achieving—this ts life. 
To behold the great thronging mass 
of men alive and radiant with those 
capacities and efficiencies that refleem 
the waste silence of the world, this 
is indeed the supreme efficiency, ané@ 
this I belleve to be the supreme pa- 
triotism.’

At theMar!l- 
borough civb, of which the king is 
a member, he was also snubbed, and 
I am told that he has nor dared to visit 
his other clubs for fear of an even 
more unpleasant scene. 
King Edward Initiated. 

The king has gone even farther than 
that, and nothing could show his irri- 
tation more clearly than what he has 
done. A couple of weeks ago Winston 
made a speech in which he sneered at 
the followers of Balfour, the leader of 
the conservative party, and remarked 
that they were obeying their leader in 
expectation of the peerages which he 
would confer on them. Now it is ai- 
most an axiom in English public life 
that the king takes no part in politcal 
affairs, but in this case he was goaded 
into a reply. The next day every 
newspaper in the kingdom contained 
an official letter from Lord Knollys, the 
king’s private secretary, stating that 
the creation of peers was still an at- 
tribute of the crown and was exercised 
by no other person. 

English politicians are asking them- 
selves what Winston hopes to gain by 
his course in politics, but few of them 
have been able to supply the answer. 
I am able to give it from his own lips 
as he gave it to a member of the pres- 
ent liberal cabinet a few days ago. He 
believes that a great wave of socialism 
and democracy is coming over the coun- 
try, and is going to submerge all the 
ancient institutions. 

“The people will want a first-class 
man to lead them when the time 
comes,” said Winston, “and I intend to 
be that man.” In other words, this 
young English aristocrat thinks that 
there is going to be a communé in 
England, and he intends to be its 
He has carefully paved 
the way for this by courting the labor 
and socialist party in the house of 
commons. In fact, he declared not 
long ago in a public speech that he 
saw nothing improbable in the sugges- 
tion that he might at some future date 
hold a portfolio in a socialist minis- 
try. 

But the thing that has stirred up his 
old associates most of all is his vigor- 
ous denunciation—they call it vulgar 
abuse—of the dukes and other aristo- 
crats. He has referred to them during 
the budget fight as a “miserable, cring- 
ing minority of titled nobodies,” and 
he has sneered at the protests of the 
tory party against the present budget 
declaring that all they could do was 
to “put up their dukes against it.”” The 
tories have not failed to comment on 
the facets that Winsron is the grandson 
of one duke, the nephew of another 
and the cousin of a third, not to speak 
of being related by ties of blood and 
marriage to half the peerage. 

In many ways Winston resembles his 
father, the late Lord Randolph Chur- 
chill. Lord Randoiph was erratic in 
politics, and he, too, had a tendency 
toward democracy, but he called it 
tory democracy, and wanted to capture 
the working-class vote for the party 
of the dukes. He also had a gift of 
vigorous expression, but in his days 
politicians of all parties were more 
dignified in their choice of language 
than they are today. There is no 
doubt that Winston Inherits a good 
part of his brains from his clever 
mother, now Mrs. Cornwallis West, who 
was Jennie Jerome, of New York, and 
in a good many ways he resembles his 
cousin, William Travers Jerome, the 
fighting district attorney of New York. 
Like Mr. Jerome, he has the gift of 
coining striking phrases, and he is a 
fearless fighter. Like his father, Win- 
ston is today the most cartooned poli- 
tician in England. 

His Enemies Chuckling. 

Some of Winston's enemies are chuck- 
ling over the plight in which he wil!

Winston Churchill, most discussed poli- 
tician in England, who is said to 
want to be the Robespierre of the 
British commune. 
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is to say if he were a quiet, respect- 
able tory politician, his cousin, the 
Duke of Marlborough, might be ex- 
pected to finance him for a few years, 
until he found some lucrative office 
or until his party came back to power, 
but Winston has included hig cousin 
by name in his denunciations of the 
dukes, and his Grace of Marlborough 
does not speak to him. I am told, how- 
ever, by a well-informed politician that 
Winston need have no fear for his fu- 
ture. 

“There are two ways in which he 
may secure an income,” said this man. 
“One its that the liberal party may 
finance him, and this would be no new 
thing. He is a valuable asset to them, 
and, in any case, they would have to 
pay his political expenses. Now in the 
case of an active politician like Win- 
ston it would be hard fo separate his 
political expenses from his personal 
outlay, and he would be well worth a 
modest allowance to the party. Win- 
ston, whatever else one may think or 
say about him, is not an extravagant 
man. He has no bad habits. He doesn't 
race and he doesn’t play cards. Ten 
or fifteen thousand dollars a year 
would keep him very comfortably. 

“The oter way is that some rich 
man might be found to finance him, 
and that, too, is no new thing. I 
imagine his father, Lord Randolph, 
found Lord Rothschild very useful at 
one period of his career, and every one 
knows that Lord Wolverhampton 
placed his purse for years at the dis- 
posal of Mr. Gladstone. Of course, 
you will ask, what these men got. 
Well, Lord Wolverhampton got his 
peerage, didn’t he, and Lord Rothschild 


might have got something he wanted 
if ‘Randy’ had lived and become the 
figure in politics we all expected him 
to be. 

“Now, Lord Swaythling has been 
Suggested as a possible financial 
backer of Winston, when that young 
politician is temporarily in eclipse. 
Mind you, I don’t say he -will be, but 
we all know that he is a great ad- 
mirer of the young man, and he is very 
wealthy. It ts hard to say what he 
would expect in return, for he has his 
peerage already, and he is a very old 
man. 

Lord Swaythling, who is thus re- 
ferred to, is a great Jewish banker in 
the city of London. He is an enthusi- 
astic radical and has been a generous 
contributor to the party chest. He 
retired from active business only a 
few weeks ago. 

In the meantime the situation in the 
liberal cabinet is decidedly interest- 
ing. The two men who absolutely 
dominate its policies now are Lloyd 
George, the chancellor of the excheq- 
uer, whose “socialistic budget is caus- 
ing all the trouble, and Winston, who 
is credited with having had a good 
deal to do with the framing of that 
budget. The prime minister is said 
to be wax in their hands, and Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the foreign minister, who 
was the hope of the conservative fac- 
tion in the party, has given up the 
fight in disgust and is confining him- 
self strictly to the duties of his office. 
Mr. Haldane, the war minister, who is 
also a conservative, is not a political 
fighter and is also confining himself to 
administrtion.

But 
spiteful people in England gay that 
William did it to annoy his uncle, Ed- 
ward, whom he cordially dislikes.

IMPROVEMENT OF WATERWAYS 
URGED BY SENATOR FLETCHER 


Washington, October 23.—(Special.) 
“When the supreme court of the 
United States gave its first decision on 
the commerce clause of the constitu- 
tion by defining ‘commerce’ as ‘com- 
prehending navigation,’ the way was 
paved for others to follow and lighted 
for the benefit of congress in the en- 
actment of future legislation and thus 
the first great monopoly was struck 
down.” 

Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of 
Florida, made this statement in the 
course of an interesting discussion on 
the imperative need for improving the 
waterways of the country to keep 
abreast of the nation’s production. 
Senator Fletcher is president of the 
Mississippi-to-the-Atlantic Waterway 
Association, which wil] hold its second 
annual convention at Jacksonville, 
Fla., November 15, 16 and 17, terminat- 
ing its sessions just as the Atlantic 
Deep Waterways Association begins 
its meeting in Norfolk, Va., November 
17, 18, 19 and 20. 

The junior senator from Florida is 
an enthusiastic advocate of a broad, 
comprehensive and syatematic policy 
of waterway betterments in order that 
the rivers, harbors and canals of the 
country may be preserved, developed 
and maintained. 

‘We are face to face with a gigantic 
industrialism,” said Senator Fletcher. 
“We must have a care for the: pro- 
ducers and see that no monopoly of 
transportation can injure the people 
upon whom our prosperity must de- 
pend. We have had actual experience 
in traffic demoralization, and _ the 
losses and inconveniences already ex- 
perienced can scarcely be calculated, 
Wisdom demands that something be 
done looking to an increase of trans- 
portation facilities, to relieve conges- 
tion, and the only way relief to the 


producer and consumer can be brought 


is through proper care of our 
waterways, a responsibility 
with the general government. 

“It is claimed, with strong support, 
that the movement of traffic long dis- 
tances is more rapid by water than 
by rail. The productions of the farms, 
mines, manufactures and the various 
ether industries of the country are 
making tremendous gains. The prob- 
lem is to reach the markets. The in- 
terchange of commodities requires in- 
creased facilities. It {gs a wholesome 
thing to add to the ways and means 
of communication among the people. 
It strenzthens the republic, cementing 
all its parts in close business and so0- 
clal relation. The interior must have 
aceess to the seaboard. The various 
terminals at the seaboard should be 
accessible to eachother. Our foreign 
trade must grow, and we should pre- 
pare for the expanding commerce, 
aided by the Panama canal and other 
influences at work in that direction.

“The Mississippi-to-Atlantic Water- 
ways Association advocates a band of 
unity cementing the interests of the 
Mississippi valley, gulf and Atlantic 
coasts, While the assoeiation stands 
for a project differing in that respect 
from the national rivers and harbors 
congress, Whose convention will be 
held in Washington next December, in 
that it favors a policy and not a 
project for waterway improvement, the 
two associations have very much in 
common. The association, of which I 
am president, is a warm supporter of 
the national rivers and harbors con- 
gress, for with a comprehensive pol- 
icy established, the section of the 
country which I have the honor to 
represent in part, cannot help but be 
benefited when the work of increas- 
ing the facilities for water transporta- 
tion is accomplished.”

ARE SURVEYED 


‘Experts From Bureau of 


Soils Do the Work. | 


Fourteen Counties Have Been 
Surveyed---Thirty-Nine, Other 
Counties Wish Surveys---Oth- 
er States Cooperating With 
National Bureau. 


Hugh H. Bennett. of the United 
States bureau of soils, inspector for 
New England, Atlantic ank gulf 
was in Atlanta last night on 
inspection of the soils of 


of his findings and the condition of 
the soils in this section. He is of the 
opinion that Georgia has a bright agri- 
cultural future before it, and with a 
little more careful and scientific meth- 
od of farming. will attain a very high 
state of agricultural development. 

In speaking of the work of the bu- 
reau of soils in Georgia, Mr. Bennett 


said: 

“With the completion of the soil sur- 
vey of Franklin county, now in prog- 
ress. there will have been surveyed in 
the state of Georgia the main portion 
of fourteen counties. The reports and 
maps covering Thomas and Grady coun- 
ties have just been issued, while those 
of Tift. Hancock and Pike are in 
course of publication. These reports 
aré for free distribution to farmers 
and outside people interested in ac- 
quiring farms. 

‘There are now on file at the bureau 
of soils requests for surveys of thirty- 
nine additional counties in the state, 
but it is probable there will be avail- 
able for Georgia during the coming 
vear only sufficient funds for the sur- 
vey of four of these. 


States Cooperate in Work. 


“I have just returned from a trip of 
inspection in Alabama, where the bu- 
reau is cooperating with the depart- 
ment of agriculture, the éegislature 
having made an annual appropriation 
of $10,000 to defray the expenses of a 
number of state assistants to work 
with the soil experts from the national 
bureau. With this assistance the work 
is progressing with such rapidity. that 
a soil map covering the entire State 
of Alabama will be completed within 
three or four years. 

“State cooperation with the bureau 
of soils as a means of hastening and 
bringing about a better interpretation 
of the work is rapidly gaining ground. 
The states of North Carolina, West Vir- 
gxinia. New Jersey, New York, Missis- 
sippi. North Dakota, Washington, Wis- 
consin and Missouri are among those 
which have entered into various forms 
of cooperation. 


Appropriation Limited. 


“It is regretable that of the nationa) 
appropriation the allotment for Geor- 
xia is not sufficient for more rapid 
work. inasmuch as there is likely to be 
from now on an increasing demand for 
southern farming lands, the supply of 
western government lands having been 
practically exhausted, and that of lands 
reclaimable from arid conditions limit- 
ed by the diminishing supply of water 
available for irrigation. 

“The soil survey reports giving the 
crop adaptations. and capabilities of 
the various grades of land throughout 
Georgia, as well as the better methods 
of cultivation, fertilization and rota- 
tion for the different soils, so far as 
determined by: the best farmers and 
by experimentation, accompanied by 
soil maps, showing the location and 
extent of these different types in such 
a way that the character of land in 
any locality may be ascertained read- 
ilv; offer the best possible means of at- 
tracting the attention of outsiders to 
the opportunities to be found in _ the 
state. 

“Further than this, the soil survey as 
a fundamental step opens the road to 
state-wide agricultural advancement. 
Farm demonstration work and experi- 
ment station investigations are helping 
toward healthful agricultural develop- 
ment, but the information secured 
through these sources cannot be used 
to best advantage, for the reason that 
the results of such tests are strictly 
applicable only to those soils upon 
which they have been made. 


Georgia Has Diversity of Soils. 


“The soils of Georgia are extremely 
diverse in their characteristics, rang- 
ing. as they do from the black and 
gray sandy lands of the coast country 
through the red granite and other 
crystaline rock soils of the Piedmont 
to the limestone, sandstone, and shale 
soils of the northwestern part of the 
State. There are probably more than 
one hundred distinet types of soil in 
Georgia, no two of which are equally 
adapted to the same crops or varie- 
ties of crops, or similarly affected by 
the same cultivation, crop rotation, or 
fertilizer application. 

“Too little attention has been paid to 
this most important question of soil 
adaptation; soils have been cultivated 
fertilized and cropped too much upon 
the theory that it makes little differ- 
ence about the character of the land, 
so long as it is plowed and fertilized. 
This fs the most expensive as well as 
the most mistaken policy that possibly 
could be adopted, and it is high time 
to give up such hit-or-miss methods. Of 
course, much high-class farming is 
done in Georgia. The point is to bring 
about state-wide use of modern meth- 
ods. Georgia embraces vast areas of 
extremely productive lands that are 
being profitably farmed. much land 
that is being rather indifferently used 
and a considerable total area of fertile 
veer —— race be made highly pro- 
uctive by the applicati -di- 
rected effort. 5 ah ae ti 


Soil Conditions Differ. 


“There is no general Plan of g00 
farming, which is applicable to ere 
hundred or more varieties of soil oc- 
curring in the state. Deep fall plow- 
ing is one of the best possible 
methods of improving certain varieties 
of iand, such as the sandy loams of the 
Piedmont, which are wonderfully im- 
proved by turning to the surface a 
small quantity of a Clay subsoil, to be 
mixed with the surface layer in. order 
to make it more loamy, and thereby 
more retentive of moisture. On the 
other hand, there manifestly would be 
no necessity for plowing deeply cer- 
tain sandy soil sof the coast country at 
any time, because they are already too 
loose and open, and have no clay sub- 
Naetine a a a reddish brown 

pan,’ which, w 
Narra ben turned to. the 
the land. 


Apadting Crops to ‘Sells. 


“Certain grades of soil as 
the black mucky land in hi memmnt 
plain country known as ‘Portsmouth’ 
are especially adapted to cabbage 
onions, celery and corn, when drained 
and properly limed. The well-drained 
Orangeburg or red lands of the same 
region are not particularly adapted to 
these vegetables, and usually are not 
in need of limt, but they are highly 
adapted to cotton and are greatly ben- 
efited by applications of potash. The 
rich cold-natureg alluvial soils of cen- 
tral, eastern and southern Georgia will 
produce heavy yields of cotton, pro- 
vided an early maturing variety’ such 
as has been bred up on similar bottom 
lands as perhaps the Yazoo Delta soils 
of Mississippi: but, if it is attempte 
to grow on these lands varieties suif- 
éd by long continued growth to warm- 
nafured sandy uplands, good results 
cannot be expected. 

“The Sea Island cotton of the coast 
country rapidly deteriorates when 
grown very far inland. while the King 
cotton which was.developed on the 
red soils of the Piedmont often gives

In- 
numerable examples could be cited to 
show how our many soilg differ in 
their adaptations, 
tural method requirements. 


Testing Soils for Farmers. 


“To bring about anything like max- 
imum agricultural development, it will 
be necessary to knew not simply that 
certain crops do well, special brands of 
fertilizers, or methods of cultivation 
give good results here and there, but 
it will be absolutely necessary to 
know the exact crop adaptations as 
well as the best method of cultivation 
and fertilization for all the _ soils 
throughout the state. The solution of 
these problems—the correction of those 
old haphazard methods that have been 
adhered to s0 persistently by many 
farmers—rest upon a correct classifica- 
tion and survey of the soils to furnish 
a basic guide for further experimenta- 
tion and for the correct dissemination 
of knowledge already secured. 

“By testing all types of soil to de- 
termine their individual peculiarities 
and requirements, such complete 
knowledge can be gained ultimately 
that a farmer’in any part of the state 
will only need to ascertain the char- 
acter of his land from the soil map, 
and write the experiment station or 
national department of agriculture in 
order to be advised as to the best 
method of handling his farm. 

“There are numerous areas of un- 
used cut-over pine lands in the state 
of Georgia that should be surveyed in 
order to determine the. best methods 
for their utilleation ahead of settle- 
ment or actual] occupation. Such fore- 
hand knowledge would eliminate much 
costly trial farming, and at the same 
time bring before the public the possi- 
bilities of the various grades of land 
occurring in these sections. 


Survey in Glynn County. 


“A preliminary investigation of the 
soils in the vicinity of Brunswick, 
which has just been completed, reveal- 
ed the fact that there are here certain 
types of soil admirably adapted to the 
production of celery, lettuce, cauliflow- 
er, cabbage, onions, snapbeans and po- 
tatoes. A circular is to be issued by 
the bureau Of soils describing the char- 
acter of the soils about Brunswick, as 
well as the best method for handling 
these as determined by successful 
farmers upon the same lands in other 
sections. Such a circular, it is believed, 
will serve not only as a guide, but will 
give an interest to local and outside 
effort in the acquirement and utiliza- 
tion of considerable areas of these 
soils. There were not available men to 
make a detailed survey of this section 
in time to meet local requirements, and 
it was, therefore, necessary to make a 
preliminary survey.” * 


The Plant’s Eyes. 


The eyes of a plant are in the leaf. 
The upper and lower surfaces of leaves 
are covered by a thin, transparent skin, 
which in many cases can be peeled off 
easily. When examined under the mi- 
croscope this skin is seen to consist 
of innumerable compartments, or cells, 
many thousands of); which are found 
on a single leaf. They/contain a clear, 
watery sap, and their shape is such 
that they behave like ordinary conve x 
of plano convex lenges, the rays of 
light which fall upon‘them being con- 
verged and brought to a focus in the 
substance of the leaf. According to 
Professor Haberlandt, these cells en- 
able the plant to perceive the differ- 
ence between light and dark and set 
up a stimulus which results in the 
movement of the leaf into such a posi- 
tion that it can obtain the maximum 
of light.

What promises to be the distinctive 
feature of the decorations for “Auto- 
mobile Week” in Atlanta will be the 
general use of “Winged Mercury at 
the Steering Wheel,” which has been 
sanctioned as the official emblem of 
decoration for the city during the 
Automobile Show, the Good Roads Con- 
tests, the Automobile Races and other 
automobile attractions planned for At- 
lanta during November 6 to 13. 

The design, reproduced above, is a 
replica of the official emblem as it 
will appear when complete, with the 
six United States flags falling in 
graceful folds, three on one side and 
three on the other.

Triumphal Arches.

Every station on the railroad 
line was occupied by the military and 
each coach of the trains on the line 
leading to Racconigi carried a police | 
guard, who made periodical! visits 
among the passengers, interrogating 
and even searching them whenever the 
least suspicion was aroused. It was 
am uncomfortable morning for the 
passengers to enter Italy by way of 
Modena. 


Met by Generals. 

On the Italian frontier the emperor 
was met by a special commission of 
generals sent by King Victor Em- 
manuel and by Adjutant Prince Dol- 
gorouki, Russian ambassador to Italy, 
and the staff of the Russian embassy. 

Throughout the Mont Cenis railway 
line the progress of the emperor had 
the character of a triumphal march. 
Crowds from the villages gathered at 
the rear of the goldters, climbed into 
tree-tops or upon the cliffs wherever 
a view of the passing train was to be 
had. As the train passed the crowds 
waved their hats and handkerchiefs 
shouting, “Long live Russia!” an 
“Long live the emperor!” é 

At the station here Emperor Nichol- 
as was met by King Victor Emmanuel, 
Premier Giolitti, Foreign Minister Tit- 
toni, Mayor Nathan, of Rome, mem- 
hers of the court, staff officers and 
government dignitaries. King Victor 
Emmanuel wore the full uniform of a 
general with the collar of the Order of

Dr. .Cook, when he learned of it 
here today. As to anything like a 
reply to the message, the doctor re- 
fused to consider, and intfmated that 
it was ainiikely he would take any 
‘Particular ngtice of the attack on 
tthe Danish explorer’s report. 

Neither. could, Dr. Look’ be induced 
‘t@é say anything regarding the’ dis- 
patch ‘frém Missoula, that his agents 
in Montana had secured satisfactory 
evidence that Barrill’s affidavit was 
the result of “inducement.” His only 
comment on the dispatch was that 
General Weed had evidently been mis- 
taken, or misquoted regarding his go- 
ing west, as it would be impossible 
for the explorer to go to Montana be- 
fore the latter part of November, and 
possibly not until the middle of De- 
cember. After the lecture Monday 
night at Minneapolis, Dr. Cook will go 
directly to New York. Dr. Cook also 
dictated. the following message to Pro- 
fessor Torp, of the University of Co- 
penhagen: 


“Hope to send Dr. Lonsdale with 
data and records in about a month. 
Instruments cannot be sent until] next 


year. 
“FREDERICK A. COOK.” 

Dr. Cook stated that his lecture tour 
will be abandoned for the express pur- 
pose ef completing as early as possible 
the data to be forwarded to the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen. 

Affidavits Contradict Barrill. 


Missoula, Mont., October 23.—An afe- 


fidavit contradicting the assertions of 
Edward M. Barrill, in his affidvait, de- 
claring that Dr. Cook did not reach the 
summit of Mount McKinley, was ob- 
tained by the attorneys representing 
Dr. F. A, Cook in this city today from 
C. G. Bridgford, until recently a part- 
ner with Barrill in the real estate bus- 
iness in Hamilton, Mont. Bridgford 
says: 

“From what Mr. Barrill said, I 
judged that Dr. Cook and he had 
reached the top of Mount McKinley; I 
judged as much from what other men 
told me as from what Mr. Barrill told 
me. Mr. Printz told me that when Dr. 
Cook’ and Mr. Barrill returned from 
their trip and rejoined him, that Bar- 
rill eaid: ‘I introduce to you the man 
who went to the top of Mount McKin- 
ley—Dr. Cook. I congratulated the 
doctor.” 

Other affidavits contradicting state- 
ments made by Barrill were also se- 
cured by the attorneys, but’ have not 
yet been made public. Bridgford will 
leave here Monday for New York, 
where he will appear as a witness in 
support of the statement he has made. 

General Weed, Dr. Cook’s counsel 
in Montana, says: 

‘Dr. Cook will come to Montana the 
latter part of next week. In Hamilton 
he will give his version of the Mount 
McKinley story, and will be giad to 
meet Edwin Barrill face to face and 
answer any charges the former guide 
cares to make. We know the induce- 
ments which were made to Barrill to 
sign the affidavit published about 4 
week ago.” 

Cook Accepts Dyche’s Proeposal. 

Lawrence, Kan., October 23.—Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook wired Professor lL. 
lL. Dyche, of the Kansas State univer- 
sity, from Duluth today as follows: 

“Will be pleased to have you join 
Mount McKinley expedition. The de- 
tails of that expedition will be under- 
taken shortly.” 

Professor Dyche 
ceptance. 

Professor Dyche will soon start for 
the east, lecturing between Kansas 
City and New York, where he will join 
Dr. Cook. The object of the lecture 
course is to raise funds to enable 
Dyche to go on the Mount McKinley 
trip, although the University of Kan- 
sas will help pay the expenses. 

Since the announeement was made 
that Professor Dyche is to go with 
Dr. Cook, he has been besieged by 
persons wishing to accompany him, 
including scientists, naturalists and 
newspaper men. 

Peary Knocks Rasmussen. 

Washington, October 23.—Command- 
er Robert HB. Peary, the Arctic explor- 
er, has telegraphed to scientific 
friends here that it was impossible 
for Knud Rasmussen, the Danish ex- 
plorer, to have seen any of the mem- 
bers of the Dr. Cook party, and that 
any information which Rasmussen re- 
ceived was therefore not at first 
hand. That the story told in Resmus- 
sen’s report of his impressions of Dr. 
Cook as recently made public by Mrs. 
Rasmussen at Copenhagen lacks au- 
thority, is the substance of Peary’s 
latest message. 

Peary’s dispatch is regarded by those 
who received it as strictly confiden- 
tial and efforts to obtain a copy of it 
were unavailing today. 

Rasmussen did not at any point say 
that Ah-Pe-Lah and I-Took-A-Shoo, 
the Eskimos companion of Cook, had 
told him (Rasmussen) of any of the 
matters he referred to in his report 
and referred to them as having made 
the statements he mentioned and re- 
ferred to the friends of the two Es- 
kimos as asserting these matters in 
corroboration of Cook’s claims. Ras- 
mussen did. not assert any direct com- 
munication with Ah-Pe-Lah and I- 
Took-A-Shoo. The message from Peary 
is intended to show the impossibility 
of Rasmussen having had any direct 
communication with them. 

This filtering of the 
through indirect channels instead of 
its coming to Rasmususgen at first 
hand has been given considerable im- 
portance in the weighing of the Polar 
controversy by members of the scien- 
tific colony here.

Cotton Combine Alleged 
to Exist in Oklahoma. 


Some of the Most Prominent 
Concerns in State Haled to 
Court Charged With Violating 
Anti-Trust Law---Gin Owners 
Threaten to Close. 


Guthrie. Okla., October 23.—Charged 
with violation of the federal and state 
anti-trust laws, the largest cotton pur- 
chasing, ginning and oil mill concerns 
of Oklahoma were indicted this after- 
noon by a special grand jury, ordered 


by the district court to nrobe the cot- 
ton ‘situation in Logan county. Cer- 
tajn individuals concerned in the man- 
agement of these companies were also 
indicted. 

The following were indicted:. W. H. 
Coyle, Consolidated Oil Companies, 
Guthrie: W. H. Coyle, Oil Mill Com- 
pany, Guthrie: Houghton & Douglass, 
Guthrie: Southwestern Cotton Of] 
Company, Oklahoma City: the Caw- 
thorn Company. Crescent: W. H. Coyle, 
F. E. Houghton, E. Cook, A. T. Bunt- 
ing, all of Guthrie; R. A. Vose, Okla- 
homa City. and W. O. Cawthorn. Cres- 
cent. 

Under the law, each day a monopoly 
is maintained is a separate offense, 
and as the present indictments fix No- 
vember 15. 1907. as the beginning of 
the alleged cotton combine, the min- 
imum fine for the persons indicted 
would approximate $80,300 and the 
Maximum fine $80,389.000. The chief 
evidencé before the grand jury com- 
prised records and books of a secret 
organization among cotton operators 
of Oklahoma, called the “Sons of 
Plato.” 

As a result of the grand jury’s ac- 
tion, gin owners threaten to close their 
Plants against_all public business and 
operate them only as private institu- 
tions. 

The indicemtns were returned follow- 
ing a grand jury investigation that has 
been proceeding here under the direc- 
tion of Attorney General Charles West, 
of Oklahoma. Following the returning 
of the indictments this afternoon, Mr. 
West said that he would continue the 
probing over the cotton district of 
Oklahoma.

Omaha, Neb., October 23.—The first 
important discussion in the national 
convention of the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, now in session in 
Omaha, occupied today over the propo- 
sition to endorse the action of the Ne- 
braska division in its stand for ‘county 
option,” which Mrs. Frances’ Beau- 
champ, of Kentucky, considered a com- 
promise with the liquor interests. 

Anti-Saloon League Knock. 

Mrs. Beauchamp characterized the 
name “Anti-Saloon League” as suspici- 
ous at the best and did not believe the 
national organization should under- 
take to endorse state organizations in 
any policy which indicated a compro- 
mise with liquor interests. 

The trouble resulted from an at- 
tempt of the Nebraska division to se- 
cure from the national organization an 
endorsement of its action in supporting 
a proposition for cooperation in this 
state as against state-wide prohibi- 
tion. 

Mrs. Lillian M. N. Stevens, national 
president, stated that the endorsement 
of the action of the Nepraska division 
did not put the national organization 
on record as endorsing any particular 
policy, but Mrs. Beauchamp spoke dis- 
paragingly of the Anti-Saloon League 
in Kentucky and indicated that she 
was suspicious of all such organiza- 
tions. 

The Resolution. 

The convention, despite those pro- 
tests, however, endorsed the position 
taken by the W. C. T. U. of this state 

The resolution follows: 

“While the W. C. T. U, stands for 
state-wide prohibition, and cannot 
stand for anything else, we do not wish

Atlanta Anti- Tuberculosis 
Association Wants Him 
to Lecture. 


An effort to persuade Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson to visit Atlanta and de- 
liver an address on the treatment and 
cure of tuberculosis is being made 
by the Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis and 
Visiting Nurses’ Association, which is 
leading the fight against the white 
plague in this city. 

As chairman of the lecture commit- 
tee of the association, Dr. Claude A. 
Smith has put himself in communica- 
tion with Dr. Hutchinson and advised 
him of the wish of the association 
that he should visit Atlanta and de- 
liver an address at the 
House, promising him a record-break- 
ing attendance if he should accept. 

Dr. Hutchinson has been promi- 
ently in the public eye recently by 
reason of his splendidly written ar- 
ticles on health topics. He is an au- 
thority on tuberculosis, and, in addi- 
tion, is a fluent and graphic lecturer, 
so he was selected as the ideal man 
to stimulate public interest in the 
campaign to eradicate tuberculosis in 
Atlanta. 

At the last meeting of the lecture 
committee of the association, consist- 
ing of Drs. Claude A. Smith, Kime, 
Daly and Campbell, the question of} 
securing other lecturers to make ad- 
dresses in different parts of the city 
was discussed. <A systematic cam- 
paign of work, taking in every sec- 
tion of the city, is being contem- 
plated. 

Work Among Negroes. 

As a means toward pushing’ the 
work among the negroes, a meeting of 
about fifty of the leading negro wom- 
en of the city was called by Rosa 
Lowe, secretary of the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Assoctation. A splendid address 
Was made by Mrs. Sam D. Jones. They 
appeared very much tmpressed with 
the importance of the crusade, and 
promised to lend their cooperation. 

On last Tuesday a meeting, called 
by J. L. Campbell, was attended by 
whites and blacks. Among those pres- 
ent were: Captain William G. Raoul, 
Dr. Claude A. Smith and Dr. Campbell. 
Ex-Governor Northen, president of the 
association, was absent on account of 
illness. The negroes present were 
Secretary Kirtwright, of the Colored 
Young Men's Christian Association; 
Drs. McKinzee, Johnson and Bryant. 

Another meeting has been called for 
Monday night, October 25, at the Col- 
ored Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion. This will be attended by the 
leaders of the negro race. A special 
appeal will be made to the negro 
teachers of the city to cooperate in 
the work. 

At the recent meeting Dr. Smfth sug- 
gested that the city be divided into 
sections and lectures be given in ro- 
tation from one church to another at 
stated intervals, Sunday afternoon be- 
ing the most convenient time for the 
negroes.

Will Inaugurate Curtail- 
ment Agreement. 


Seven Big Mills at Spartanburg 
Shut Down Friday Night. 
About 10,000 Operatives Af- 
fected---The Curtailment May 
Last Over Two Weeks. 


Charlotte, N. C., October 23.—Next 
Monday morning some of the largest 
mills in the Piedmont section of the 
Carolinas will inaugurate a one or 
two weeks’ curtailment, and, if con- 
ditions do not improve, it its likely 
thaf this period of curtailment will be 
considerably extended. 

The first North Carolina plant to 
inaugurate the curtailment Plan is the 
Tarboro mill, andq the Henrietta mills, 
the biggest plant in the state, employ- 
ing three thousand operatives, will 
follow suit, Monday; and it is prob- 
able that the Caroleen mills, under 
the same management, will shut down 
in a few days. The seven big mills in 
Spartanburg county, South Carolina, 
Shut down last night. These are the 
Whitney, Spartan, Clifton, Glendale, 
Arkwright, Lockhart and  Pacolet. 
They consume about two hundred 
thousand bales of cotton annually, 
and employ ten thousang operatives. 
The mills have run two weeks on five 
days’ time, but the present shut-down 
is complete, and for an indefinite 
period. 

There is now a feeling among the 
manufacturers that the curtailment 
proposition, having been sanctioned by 
the American Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association, can be put in practice by 
the mills without thereby injuring 
their standing in the least, and, ag it 
has been pretty generally agreed that 
curtailment is the business-like course 
to pursue, the movement is gaining 
strength as it progresses.

Chairman,Hill Makes Interest- 
ing Ruling for a South 
Georgia Citizen. 


Forbidden to drive a traction engine 
On Sunday for the purpose of carrying 
water to his stock, by order of the 
county commissioners, a south Georgia 
citizen yesterday appealed to the rail- 
road commission for relief. 

The ground of the objection by the 
authorities was that a traction engine 
60 used was a freight train, and freight 
trains could not be run in Georgia on 
Sunday, under the state law. 

It seems that the applicant for relief 
used his engine during the week for 
hauling logs to his saw mill. On Sun. 
day he used the engine to carry water 
in- the boilers to water hig stock—that 
is, he did until he was stopped by the 
lynx-eyed officers of the law. 

But Chairman Hill looked up the de- 
cisions and declared that a traction 
engine so used was not a freight train, 
and did not come under the provisions 
of the law forbidding freight trains to 
run on Sunday. The decision to that 
effect was rendered by the supreme 
court of Georgia in the case of McNeal 
versus the State, contained in the 94th 
Georgia, page 592. In that case it was 
set forth that a locomtive cab, without 
freight cars attached, which did not 
carry any freight, and was not intend- 
ed or held out to carry freight, was 
not a freight train.

Although school for the children of 
Atlanta has been under way for con- 
siderably over a month now, school at 
the federal prison has just started. 

Last night, for the third time, the 
pupils at that institution, where men 
are confined to pay the penalty for 
assembled

THIS GUIDE BOOK GONSISTS 


OF FIFTY - 


ONE PHOTOS 


Savannah, Ga., October 23.—(Special.) 


With the guide book that has been pre- 


pared for the use of contestants in The 


Constitution-Morning News good roads 
endurance run, Savannah to Atlanta, on 
November 8, it would be impossible, al- 
most, for a blind man to miss the way. 


This novel and practical guide book 


consists of fity-one numbered photo- 


graphs showing each fork in the road 
over the entire route, numbered from 1 
51, and with the word “right” or 
* a¢ the bottom of the picture, in- 
dicating to the driver of the car the di- 
rection he is to take upon reaching the 
fork in question. 

These photographs have been mount- 
ed upon linen, through which they are 
caught together in book form, the bet- 
ter to preserve them and prevent wear 
and easy destruction. 

They were taken by G. R. Foltz, the 
official photographer of the Savannah 
Automobile Club, who accompanied T. 
A. Bryson, of this city, on his offictal 
pathfinding tour, Savanah to Atlanta, a 
little more than two weeks ago. 

Every time a fork in the road was 
reached, the pathfinding car would 
pass into the proper road, and Mr. 
Foltz would photograph it, thus indicat- 
ing, by the appearance of the car, the 
direction to take. 

This book will relieve the contest- 
ants of one of the greatest embarrass- 
ments they might otherwise have in 
being. compelled to stop here and there 
along the way and make inquiries as to 
the right road to take. 

The first of these photographs, taken 
15.2 miles from Savannah, shows two 


roads with so nearly the same direction 
that either of them might sugest itself 
to the driver of a car as the proper 
road to take. Yet there he must take 
the left-hand road; to take the right 
would be fatal, perhaps, to his chances 
in the contest. 

The next photograph is taken 19.8 
miles from Savannah, and here, again, 
the left road is the right road. There is 
an average of one photograph for each 
five to stk miles, and no point on the 
entire route at which a mistake might 
possibly be made by the driver is 
omitted. 

The observer, watching the road, can 
keep this book and, upon reaching a 
doubtful point, by instructing the 
driver “right” or ‘“‘left,””’ make it un- 
necessary to slacken the pace of the car 
even in the slightest degree. 

Photograph No. 5, for example, shows 
an abrupt turn out of what is appar- 
ently the main road. This is taken ata 
point 35 miles from Savannah. Here 
the temptation would be to0 take the 
Straight road were it not for the guide 
book. The point is exceptionally well 
marked by an outhouse, a fence sur- 
rounding a country home and the trees, 
which cannot be mistaken. 

There are many other points along 
the road at which, similarly, the temp- 
tation would be to take the wrong di- 
rection. But the picturés will set the 
most cateless traveler right without 
even the necessity on his part of stop- 
ping to think. 

It is an ingenious and thoroughly 
practical plan of enabling the traveler 
to follow the right road where there 
are no signposts or not a stfficient 
number of them to. properly mark jt.

FIRST GOOD ROADS CONGRESS 
HELD IN GEORGIA IN YEAR 1899)

The first road congress 
was held in Atlanta on May 22 and 
1899. It was a very memorable gath- 
ering of those interested in good roads 
in the state. 

Its promoter was George W. Har- 
rison, of Atlanta. 

The Constitution devoted between 
five and six columns each day to re- 
ports of the congress, and on the sec- 
ond day published an editorial in which 
the statement was made that the con- 
gress was destined to carry great in- 
fluence in the future. The Constitution 
that is today working for the building 
of good roads in Georgia gave ut- 
terance to the following, more than 
twenty years ago: 


“This congress has undertaken a 


work that should not be allowed to 
stop until Georgia has a system of 
public roads as thorough ag can be ob- 
tained and as extended as are the de- 
mands for such a system. If it takes 
money to make them, the state could 
Make no better investment; if the 
;state’s convicts should be put at such 
‘work, and it is deemed practicable to 
{make such disposition of them, the 
sooner it is done the better; if the 
counties should be held responsible to 
the state for their roads, they should 
be put on notice without delay. In 
whatever way the work is to be done, 
let it be begun promptly, and on a 
substantial basis. As has been said, 
g0od roads are the greatest promoters 
to education as well as religion, and 
the state should not rest satisfied until 
we have good roads and plenty of 
them.” 
Proceedings of the Congress. 

The proceedings of Georgia's first 
g@e0d roads congress, which brought 
forth the above editorial from The 
Constitution, form very interesting 
reading at this time when there ig such 
a great movement throughout the state 
for good roads.

actions. The main features of it 

a requirement that the county 
commiesioners should appoint road 
supervisors to lay out the section of 
roads to be worked, and that the work 
should be let out by contract each 
year to the lowest bidders. 

A resolution from the same com- 
mittee, which was adopted, called for 
the use of state convicts on the pub- 
lic roads of Georgia. 

Papers Were Read. 


Professor Shelton P. Sanford 
a paper on the building of roads. 

A paper by Professor Willett was 
read by Mark Hardin, giving sug- 
gestions about bettering the roads in 
the state. 

Judge Eve made an address on the 
subject of good roads. 

Hon. W. A. Huff made an address 
on the convict lease and urged the 
use of convicts for road-bullding. 

The afternoon session of the second 
day was taken up with a discussion 
of the report of the legislative com- 
mittee. Colonel] Adair offered a sub- 
stitute calling for a memorial to the 
legislature suggesting that some good 
and wise law be passed to help the 
condition of the roads. This was 
amended by S. W. Robertson so that 
the memorial would suggest that state 
convicts be used on the roads; that the 
state bear its proportionate share of 
the cost: that {t be left to the discreé- 
tion of each county as to the amount 
of work to be done. 

The amendment was accepted and 
adopted. 

A committee of twelve, with Presi- 
dent Northen as chairman, was ap- 
pointed to appear before the legisia- 
ture in the interest of good roads. 

The president and vite presidents of 
the congress were appointdd @s an 
advisory committee, and the congress 
adjourned subject to a call by the 
committee. 

Thus ended Georgia's first road con- 
gress. Its work, while not fully car- 
ried out as suggested, bore some fruit. 
It set people to thinking about good 
roads a quarter of a century ago, and 
now, with the advent of the automo- 
bile, comes The Constitution's great 
road contest, which has awakene all 
of Georgia to the needs and the bene- 
fits of a good system of roads. 

Georgia's “Second Roads Congress” 
will arouse a sentiment in November 
that will bring forth immediate and 
permanent good results.

There is a disposition on the part 
of many of those who will take part 
in the contest to hold back their en- 
tries. Many blanks have been filled 
out, with only the date line left blank, 
and aré ready for filing at what the 
entrants may conceive to be the psy- 
chological moment in each particular 
ease. 

Many of the small towns in this sec- 
tion of the state will furnish a consid- 
erable quota of cars. Blakely, which 
claims more automobiles than any 
tewn of similar size in the state, will 
have an imposing string of machines, 
as will Moultrie, Dawson, Camilla, Ar- 
lington, Pelham, Tifton and Sylvester.

Oilling Dopgherty Road, 

During the past week the Dough- 
erty county commissioners have been 
treating the macadamized road lead- 
ing northward from Albany to the Lee 
county Mne to a coating of specially 
prepared asphalt ofi.

BEST SCHOOL SYSTEM IN STATE 


IS CLAIM MADE BY FITZGERALD | 


Fitzgerald, Ga., October 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—If there-is one thing more 
than another that the people of Fitz- 
gerald are proud of it is their public 
school system, and the fact that they 
were the first city in the state to 
have'‘a free school in fact as well as 
name. In 1897, when the first charter 
was granted, it provided for free 
tuition ang free text-books (for all 
resident pupils, and from that day to 
this no Fitzgerald child has had to 
pay for anything used in school, ex- 
c@épt paper and pencils. 

The wisdom of this provision has 
been fully demonstrated by the steady 
increase of the schools and the rapid 
growth of the city, the free schools 
being one of the most attractive in- 
ducements to families looking for a 
home, and has turned the scales in 
favor of Fitzgerald in more than one 
instance. Starting in 1896, the enroll- 
ment increased to a total of 1,373 in 
1908, and from present indications it 
will greatly exceed 1,400 for the pres- 
ent year. 

The faculty, consisting of a super- 
intendent, five principals and twenty- 
five teachers, gives instruction to all 
branches usually taught in the com- 
mon schools and accredited high 
schools, beside music, elocution and a 
business department equal to any bus- 
iness college in the state, To accom- 
modate these pupils and teachers, the 
town has two ward Dbulldings of five 
rooms each, and a new $30,000 high 
school for the whites and two two- 
room buildings for the colored. It was

His uncle wag Lord Castlereagh, 
his father was Lord George Vane, and 
he was Charlies Stewart Vane-Tempest- 
tewart. On the death of the third 


' marquis Lord George Vane succeeded 
'to the earldom of Vane, 


and his son, 
wetting the courtesy title of Lord Sea- 
ham, thus signed himself when he was 
at Eton. The death of his uncle made 
his father Lord Londonderry and him- 
self Lord Castlereagh, and as such he 
signed himself before he left Oxford. 
In 1884 he succeeded to the marquis- 
ate, earldom and barony of London- 
derry and the viscounty of Seaham 
and barony of Stewart in the English 
peerage. Since then his signature has 
been Londonderry, except in the house 
of lords, where he sits by right of his 
English earldom and therefore signs 
himself Vane.

General Order to Be Issued by 
the War Department 
Next Week. 


Washington, October 23.—A general 
erder governing the movements of 
troops to and from the Philippines and 
Alaska during 1910 will be issued by 


*the war department next week. Pend- 


ing a decision regarding every detail 
of the order, involving the stations to 
which the home-coming troops are to 
be assigned, the officials decline to 
make known even the regiments to be 
ordered back. 

It is thought, however, the order 
will name the dates of sailing of prob- 
ably the Sixth, Nineteenth and Ninth 
regiments of infantry to the Philip- 
pines, and it will give the home sta- 
tions upon their return from the Is- 
Islands of the Fourteenth, Twenty- 
third and Fourth regiments of in- 
fantry. 


Negroes Smuggle Opium. 

El Paso, Texas, October 23.—Follow- 
ing the arrest here yesterday of two 
negroes on charges of smuggling 
opium, and the capture of two cans of 
the drug, customs @fficers today ar- 
rested two Chinamen and captured two 
more cans of the drug. They received 
a telegram stating that the two cans 
of smuggled opium brought through 
this port were captured today at Chick- 
asha, Okla.

RUSSIA TO SELL 
RAILWAY LINES? 


Conference Is Called at 
Harbin. 


Overtures Made by Japan, Al- 
though the Exact Motives Im- 
pelling Are Not Known---The 
Meeting Will Be Held on Oc- 
tober 26. 


St. Petersburg, October 23.—Russian 
and foreign diplomatic circles ascribe 
great importance to the meeting at 
Harbin. on October 26, of M. Kokov- 
soff. the Russian minister of finance, 
and Prince Ito. president of the privy 
council of Japan, although the exact 
motives impelling Japan to propose the 
conferenec are not known. The sub- 
jects to be discussed were not suggest- 
ed in the Japanese overtures, and M. 
Kokovsoff, in accepting the invitation 
to meet Prince Ito, barred political 
questions. He said that he was com- 
petent to discuss only financial and 
technical subiects, these covering the 
status of the Manchurian railroads, 
which proved such @ financial incubus. 

Russian Railroad. 

Russian statesmen are seriously con- 
sidering the sale of the Russian rail- 
road interests in that territorv. The 
Japanese proposal to purchase the 
portion of the railroads remainisg in 
Russian hands might be entertained by 
Russia: but @lthough it is understood 
that Japan is ready to amke tangible 


offers. the Russian government is dis- | 


posed to look with favor on a propo- 
sition for the sale of the Manchurian 
lines. either to China. financed bv an 
international svndicate, or to such a 
syndicate. 

It is stated that overtures for the 
purchase of the lines were made during 
the summer by a group of financiers 
with which E. H. Harriman was con- 
nected, but these have lapsed since 
Mr. Harriman’s death. The railroads 
which mav be sold include both the 
main 
from Harbin to Port Arthur. The Rus- 
sian title runs for about thirty vears. 
after which it passes to China. Only 
China’s lack of finances prevented 
early negotiations for the transfer of 
the title. before its date of expiration, 
both Russia and China having agreed 
to this principle. 

Political Consecuences. 

The placine of the North Manchurian 
railroad svstem under international 
financial control would have far-reach- 
ing political consequences, as it would 
virtually create a buffer state to safe- 
sxsuard the political integrity of Man- 
churia until China is strong enough to 
assert herself. ’

# AFTER EFFECTS OF SYPHILIS AND OTHER GERM DISEASES 


I had something to say last week on 
the very important subject of Syphilis 
and its treatment, but I did not touch 
upon one of the most vital fea- 
' tures of this serious subject, and that 


is those symptoms and diseases due 
not primarily, but secondarily, to the 
disease; due not to the ravages of the 
disease germ itself, bur to the poison- 
Ous product or toxine that may be left 
in the system and go on producing 
vicious symptoms even after the dis- 
ease, properly speaking, has been 
cured. : 

Thig condition may be a little diffi- 
cult to make clear to the layman, for 
it is difficult enough to the man who 
has beeh educated thoroughly in physi- 
ology and pathology, but it is a fact 
that one of the most important things 
to be considered by the physician to- 
day is the effects of toxines or poison- 
ous products generated by germs and 
thus causing after effects. This is 
true not only of Syphilis, but of all 
those diseases caused by germs, such 
as Typhoid Fever, Diphtheria, La 
Grippe, Malaria, etc. The effects of 
these toxines are quite usually most 
marked on the nervous system. To 
make clear to the reader I might illus- 
trate this by a very common illustra- 
tion. When the juice of the grape or 
any fruit is first pressed out we have 
the pure juice; if exposed to the air 
at proper temperature a change soon 
takes placé which we call fermenta- 
tion, and we all know that this is’ due 
to the presence in the juice of a germ 
that in its generation produces that 


abnormal condition in the juice which | 
we call fermentation. The juice thus] 


becomes abnormal and later on these 
germs die and there is left behind the 
product generated by these germs 
which in a very common instance is 
alcohol. Now the abnormal condition 
of the juice during the life of the germ 
is entirely different from the condition 
later on when the germ is dead and 
the toxine product is left to bring 
about another abnormal condition. 

So it is in the disease germs in the 
human body, and itn consequence that 
which wil] cure the active stage of the 
disease will not cure the after effects. 

We know that certain neurasthenic 
symptoms quite cominonly follow La 
Grippe and Malaria as well as Ty- 
phoid Fever, and even more serious 
Organic nervous troubles often are the 
result and we have everv reason to 


'a dose of lead. 


believe that these are caused by the 
toxic product generated by the germ 
rather than by the germ itself. 

In the later stages of Syphilis ths; 
nervous manifestations are often s0 
marked that physicians for a long 
time have considered so-called nervous 
Syphilis one of the most important 
subjects to be studied .and_ treated, 
and while in many of these cases if 
was known that the trouble followed 
Syphilis, yet the usual remedies for 
the disease did more harm than good. 

It Ig Only during the past few years 
that the reason of this hag been made 
clear and it is due to Fournier, a cel- 
ebrated Frenchman, who gave to these 
conditions the name of para-Syphilids 
and his view of the matter has been 
quite generally accepted by the best 
men in the profession throughout the 
world. 

However, it is just to say that many 
of the diseaseg that have been classed 
by some as parasyphilids are not due 
to this disease. For instance, Loco- 
motor-Ataxia is quite commonly due 
to the toxine produced by some other 
disease amd I quite recently saw a 
very marked case. undoubtedly the re- 


}sult of typhoid fever, and some years 


since, in examining a large number 
of these cases, [I found the majority 
of them due to other than a syphilitic 
origin. In fact, any germ disease 
may, by leaving a toxic product be- 
rind to act, on delicate nervous or- 
ganization, be the cause of this or 
other organic rervous trouble 

The importance of this is 
when s0 many of these cases get 
treatment by the old routine remedies, 
only to be doomed to disappointment. 
It is often the case that these cases 
will fall into the hands of .seome quack 
or herb doctor who will give no spe- 


cific and rely on herbs and tonics, and | 


cure where the educated but careless 
Doctor has failed. 

I saw some three vears ago a very 
notable case of this kind. The patient 


had been to Hot Springs several times; | 


had spent hundreds of dollars, and 


the Doctors were still dosing him with | 


Mercury and Potash, only to make him 
more miserable than ever. and the de- 
pressant effect of these remedies was 
so marked as to cause the patient to

change in the patient in a short time 
as to make him a different man, and 
today he is healthy and happy, feeling 
that he has been given a new lease on 
life. 

This article is called out by the fact 
that since my talk of last Sundav a 
score or more of iust such cases have 
called on me. most of them wondering 
why it is that after a long and eon- 
tinous treatment under the direction 
of physicians they believed to be espe- 
cially skilled in this department. they 
were still suffering from symptoms 
more troublesome than any thev had 
experience during the earlier stage of 
the trouble. 

Here was a gentleman who had 
been to Hot Springs eight or nine 
times in aS many vears. and insisted 
that the course of treatment he «got 
there the last two years had certainly 
done no good, and, if anything, harm. 
A careful explanation appealed to his 
common sense so much as to convince 
him where the real reason was. 

Then in another case a gentleman 
came in with an organic nervous af- 
fection which he was quite sure was 
the result of Syphilis. he had contract- 
ed some twelve years previously. and 
he couldn’t imagine why it was that 
the mercurial treatment which so read- 
fly had relieved or dissipated his earlier 
symptoms would not have anything 
other than hurtful effect on .his pres- 
ent condition. .Here again an expla- 
nation was of great satisfaction. 

As a rule. Doctors seem to think if 
rather undignified to explain to pa- 
tients their real condition or to go into 
anv detail to make it clear to them, but 
for my own part this has always given 
me the greatest satisfaction, for pa- 
tients will appreciate it not a little. 

So that undoubtedly nérvous 
syphilis, so-called, is today the most 
important subject to be considered by 
he who attempts to tréat these cases, 
and is certainly a condition that can- 
not be treated by simply doping the 
patient with Mercury and Potash. 

Don't understand me as condemn- 
ing these remedies, for I believe in 
them, and use them as every man 
does who knows the disease, but they 
are double-edged weapons that need to 
be handled with care and intelligence. 
There is nothing that conquers disease 


like science, and I believe first of all 
rin those things which science has 


taught us to rely on, 


But to know when to use. these 
tools and whén to leave them alone is 
the important part of the intelligent 
physician’s work. 

‘I suppose during the past few days 
I have had 20 patients call on me for 
advice, many of them having had 
really good and proper treatment dur- 
ing the earlier stages, and when the 
later stages came, with its nérvous 
manifestations, the mistake was made 
of still doping the patient with the 
remédies which were good at a ceér- 
tain time, but improper at the present. 

That at least is my contention, and 
I have demonstrated it so often that 
I know I am right. The results are 
the only real proof in these cases that 
is certain. 

What I have said here it seems to 
me must convince anyone who has 
@one through the earlier stages of the 
disease, and come to that point where 
the nervous symptoms predominate. 

Some years ago I saw a gentieman 
who had had the diseage, and then 
was taken with rheumatism and ataxic 
symptoms, accompanied with, extreme 
nervous symptoms, such as sleepless- 
ness, twitcliing of musodles, Durning 
and flashing, darting pains, with 
numbness in Iimbs and feet, and had 
been advised by his brother-in-law, 
@ very excellent doctor, to go at once 
to Hot Springs. A winter spent there 
had done no good, and as he was 4&4 
man of wealth he had gone to New 
York and consulted physicians, who 
looked upon his symptoms as due to 
the disease, and put him once more 
on the treatment with Mercury and 
Iodide. When he came to me he had 
been for two years growing steadily 
worse, and was unable to walk with- 
out a cane, and scarcely without 
crutches. Taking him off of these 
remedies and putting him under such 
treatment as would tend to eliminate 
from the system all toxic products, 
rapidly improved him, and his numb- 
ness and other symptoms soon ieft 
him. 

In this case dizziness was a very 
marked symptom, and at times decided 
headaches, the latter of which had been 
attacked with the Iodide over and ever 
again, only in each attempt to be 
made worse instead of better. 

I saw a case today in which the 
headache was a prominent symptom, 
accompanied with other nervous mani. 
festations, and though he has had the 


usual anti-syphilitic treatment he 
has been steadily growing worse. 

I know I have pointed out during 
the past to very many patients who 
could not understand why their symp- 
toms did not disappear under what they 
had been assured by their doctor wags 
proper treatment, the reason of the 
failure, and I believe it is the most im- 
portant matter to be considered in 
treating the disease. 

There is another factor here that [I 
have not mentioned that is worthy of 
especial attention, and that is that 
while we have good reason for think- 
ing and believing that the toxic mat- 
ters left in the system by geérm-pro- 
ducing diseases has a very deleterious 
effect on the nervous system, we have 
equally good reason for believing that 
any toxic medicine, if long continued 
may have equally bad ultimate results. 
So it stands us in hand to use our best

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OLD AGE AND EFFICIENCY. 


Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh has just given a fresh turn’ to 
the chronic controversy regarding the age at which men become ineffi- 
cient. 

He has had what he calls an “efficiency committee” working through 
his big department. The report is just in. In substance, it sets forth than 
many of the older employees of the department are among the most valuable, 
since experience and accuracy and fidelity more than counteract any fail- 
ings in the matter of volume of work. | 

Unquestionably, the same condition would be revealed by an investiga- 
tion of any other o1 the government departments, as weil as the average 
business corporation. An exception would, of course, be made in occupa- 
tions such as railroading, involving keenness of eye and ear and other 
senses, though even here much testimony is to the effect that the most’ 
trusted engineer is the old fox who has grown gray inthe service. 

Within certain defined limits, age and efficiency are only relative. The 
mere mechanical fact that a man has turned the forty-fifth or fiftieth mffe- 
stone has in itself no significance. If he has preserved all these years the 
open mind, industrious and clean habits, there is every logical reason to 
expect that he should be as efficient at fifty as his rival of twenty-five. 

Americans are given overmuch to stressing the fact that this is a 
young man’s age. The call is, not for youth, but everywhere for ability, 
fidelity and endurance. If the candidate for occupation or promotion fits 
these qualifications, ft is rather immaterial whether he is twenty-five or 
twice that age. . * 

A fairly significant fact is that few men occupy high responsibilities in 
government, business or the professions until their halfr is tinged with 
gray. 

And, in England g¢specially, they do not think a man is mature until 
he climbs into his fourth decade.

Apples comprise one of the chief sources of revenue of the western 
states. Washington alone hag 200,000 acres in orchards, and the output 
each year means millions of dollars to the state. Idaho, Oregon and Mon- 
tana are equally successful from a financial standpoint. 

There ig no satisfactory reason why Georgia should fot, in a measure 
at least, parallel the progress of Washington,

state, took a prize with splendid apples grown in Rabun county. 

Not only Rabun, but practically all the counties of mountainous Georgia 
could be made to produce bumper crops of the highest grade applies 
every year. 

The mountain coves and the sheltered valleys offer ideal locations 
orchards, an@ the original and maintenance expense is not heavy. 

While north Georgia, perhaps, offers the logical center for the appie- 
raising industry, this fruit could be made to thrive also in middle an@ por- 
tions of south Georgia.

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THE ONE WAY WITH COMMUNICABLE DISEASE. 

The Atlanta ‘board of health has, on two or three recent occasions, dem- 
onstrated that the one and only way of handling communicable. diseases is 
im the most. rigid, scrupulous and undiscriminating application of the rules 
pertaining to quarantine and isolation, until the infected child or adult has 
ceased to be a source of menace to the community. : 

Upon a continued and unwavering enforcement of such policy depends 
the stamping out of infectious and contagious disease in Atlanta, and the 
protection of children and adults innocently unaware of the danger they are 

Bven the most intelligent of parents are apt to err in the matter of 
observing due precautions when scarlet fever, diphtheria or other communi- 
cable disease has entered their homes. aa. : : 

The duty to the community does not cease with merely isolating the 
child who may be stricken with either one of these or other diseases. It ex- 
tends to include the quarantining of children or adults, or animals, who 
may. have come in contact with the patient, so that they will not carry 
the infection out into the neighborhood, or expose persons in cars and 
other public places. 3 

Sometimes ignorance is responsible for failure to observe the stringent 
rules laid down by the health department. In other instances, heedlessness 
and selfish disregard of the public welfare is at the bottom of violations that 
nullify all efforts to restrict disease. 

The health department should not only be explicit in its instructions, 
where it is called upon to visit an infected home, but it should as Well keep 
ea watchful eye-on that home to see that its directions are conscientiously 
followed. 

Where it is established that flagrant recklessness has been to blame for 
violating health regulations, the penalty should be correspondingly severe. 


Safeguarding the community health has right-of-way over all other 
municipal functions. In the matter of communicable disease, tie principles 


of eternal vigilance and impartial enforcement of rules are especfally im- 
perative. 7

ATTACKING CRIME AT ITS BASE. 


In the eighteen months in which his paliative instead of drastic plan of 
treating offenders has been in force, Chief of Police Kohler, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, has accomplished the phenomenal reduction of 20,333 arrests as against 
the ancient, brutal and unintelligent method. 

The exhibit is one of the most impressive arguments ever brought for- 
ward in favor of common sense and humanity in the handling of first offend- 
ers; and it is from the ranks of the first offenders that the army of chronic 
criminals is mostly recruited. 

Twenty years of observation and service give Chief Kohler the right to 
be considered an authority on a subject that intimately touches the welfare 
of the community and of society-at-large. Following are the principal planks | 
in the humanitarian platform, by the following of which his men Rave estab- 
lished a unique record in American criminology: 


First. Juveniles were never to be placed in prison. They were 
to be taken home or the parents sent for and the child turned over to 
them for parenta! correction. 

Second. The members of the force were to use their kindly efforts 
in easing the friction and ill-temper between man and man, wherever 
and whenever it makes itself manifest. 

Third. That the best policeman is the one who manages the of- 
fender with the least show or display of authority. 

Fourth. That some men fall through some unfortunate circum- 
stances and are not criminal at heart, and should be treated accord- 
ingly; in which case the best results might be accomplished with a 
well-applied reprimand. 

Fifth. Officers should have sufffient evidence of a competent 
character to secure conviction before even considering the imprison- 
ment of a person On any charge whatever. 

Sixth. Any apparent violators who were not known to be of good 
character and reputation, were to be accompanied to the precinct sta- 
tion, where the metter would be carefully inquired into by the Officer 
in charge, and the proper action as specified by the common sense 
policy taken. 


Not many years have elapsed since our eyes were opened to the cruel 
folly of treating the lunatic as though he were a criminal. And we are just 
beginning to wake up to the correlated fact that to treat the criminal, espe- 
cially the first offender, as though he were an incurable social pariah is to 
multiply, not lessen, the number of penitentiaries and the consequent drain 
upon society. 

It is a matter for gratification that the Kohler policy with respect to 
juvenile offenders has for some time been in partial effect in Atlanta. The 
discouragement of needless arrests for trivial offenses, and the establishment 
of a juvenile probation officer, have done much to minimize one of the most 
prolific sources for the manufacture of criminals. 

There is still, however, room for progress in this direction, as there is 
room for advancement along the other lines of the Kohler plan. With no 
derogation to the local force, for the evil is present virtually in every Amer- 
ican city, there is too pronounced a tendency to make a numerical record 
for arrests. This is very far from being the intent of municipal or state 
law. 

All statutes tend first to the protection of the community, and then to 
the possibility of rehabilitating the criminal. The fact that a man has 
stepped temporarily outside the law in:a minor offending is not endugh on 
which to bare a presumption of irreclaimable depravity. The policy of pro-

MILL TO MAKE PAPER 
FROM COTTON STALKS 


Ocilla Citizens Plan to Con- 
duct Such an Enter- 


prise. 


Ocilla. Ga.. October 23.—(Special.)— 
This week an enthusiastic meeting of 
citizens was held for the purpose of 
closing the deal for the mill which the 
Southern Cotton Stalk and Paper Com- 
pany proposes to erect for the manu- 
facture of paper from cotton stalks. 

The establishment of this mill will 
mean the opening of a new market for 
a hitherto worthless product of the 
farm—the cotton stalk. 

The whole stalk, roots, leaves, un- 
opened bolle and all. can be utilized 
in the manufacture of paper. The com- 
pany will buy these stalks at from 
$3 to $6 a ton. It is estimated that 
there will be a ton and a half of stalks 
to the bale of cotton.

Foreign Money Position Domi- 
‘nates New York Stock 
arket. 


—— 


New York, October 23.—It was still 
manifest today .tthat the foreign money 
position, rather than conditions at 
home, are dominating the New York 
stock market for the present. Heavy 
selling orders were executed here for 
foreign account, and while these were 
in progress, there was selling also for 
the home professional account in the 
endeavor to get the benefit of the de- 
clining tendency in prices. The selling 
pressure relaxed again when the for- 
ign orders had been executed, but Was 
renewed in the apprehension of what 
is “to occur next week. The money 
and exchange markets both are large- 
ly nominal in New York on a Satur- 
day, but developments there were 
watched keenly for light on the future 
of credits. The sharp reaction in for- 
eign exchange rates, which occurred 
yesterday afternoon, left a hope that 
requirements for remittance abroad 
had been covered with the approach 
of the period within which maturing 
obligations in London on November 1 
could be covered. This hope was be- 
lied by the strong demand which 
Sprang up for further remittances, not 
only to London, but to Berlin. The lat- 
ter movement was in response to the 
expectation that the Imperial Bank of 
Germany would on Monday advance its 
official discount rate from 6 per cent 
to 6 per cent, in answer to the Bank 
of England’s action on Thursday. 
There was a small withdrawal of gold 
from the Bank of England today for 
shipment to Egypt, which raised the 
question of the efficacy of the present 
bank rate to protect the London gold 
supply, and a decline of a fraction in 
the private discount rate in London 
also made doubtful the bank’s control 
of the open money market in London. 

Increasing attention is turned to the 
Brazilian demand for gold, in con- 
nection with the heavy exports of cof- 
fee from that country. It ts this de- 
mand that the London market appears 
to be able to shift upon New York. 
The added likelihood of further gold 
shipments from New York to Brazil, 
growing out of the violent récovery 
in foreign exchange rates today, fur- 
nished the motive for the later acute 
weakness in thé stock market. 

The final and lowest prices for 
stocks were immediately followed on 
the tape by the figures of the bank 
statement, showing increased surplus 
reserves under both the average com- 
putation and the actual statement. The 
substantial loan decrease shown by the 
daily averages, contrasted with the 
increase in actual loans, shows the 
@rowing effect during the week of the 
transfer of loans from foreign banks 
to New York. In addition to this 
source of relief from the recall of 
foreign credits here, it is reported that 
great corporations have been lenders 
of money directly in the stock market 
during the week.

Cotton Holding Own and 


Will Continue to 
Rise. 


By Charies A. Dancy. 

New Orleans, October 23.—(Special-) 
New hich levels in the cotton market 
have again been recorded the past 
week. the March position having cross- 
ed the 14-cent level. which the May 
and July positions had attained the 
week vrevious. Short selling by the 
professional element here and in New 
York, together with large profit-tak- 
ing on the part of leading bull inter- 
ests, have prevented any sensational ad- 
vance in the market. however. On the 
other hand, try as they might, the 
bear forces could bring about no reac- 
tion of any consequence, prices no 
sooner being forced down moderately 
from the top-notch figures than they 
automatically moved up again with 
machine-like regularity. 

The factors contributing strength to 
the market were three in number and 
in the order of their importance were, 
first. the continued urgent spot de- 
mand, to fill October and October-No- 
vember export commitments: second, 
a growing belief that the census gin- 
ners’ report. covering the amount of 
cotton ginned to October 18, and to 
be issued next Monday. will compare 
unfavorably with the total ginning re- 
norted for the corresponding period 
last vear. and. third. a natural growth 
of bullish sentiment arising from the 
only too apparent disparity between 
the size of the new crop nop being 
marketed and the quantity of spinnable 
cotton needed to keep the world’s mills 
running for the next eleven months. 

Thirteen and Half Level. 

Middling cotton in this market has 
risen to the level of 13% cents, at 
which vrice spots rule steady, with no 
pressure to sell. At Aberdeen, Miss., 
and other\isterior points, spot quota- 
tions are even higher, the prices pald 
for gxood xrades ranging from 14 to 
20 cents a pound, depending upon the 
length of the staple. As long as New 
England spinners and foreign buyers 
can pick up fair lots of the staple at 
the interior points, the buying wil) be 
done there. as buying of spots on a& 
large scale in this market is immedi- 
ately heralded in the speculative mar- 
kets of the world and immediately in- 
terferes with the plans of those who 
desire to buy our southern staple at 
the lowest possible figure. Hence, it 
is possible for huge buying to be done 
at interior points in- the aggregate 
without the fact becoming generally 
known until the cotton starts to £0 
on the ship or begins the overland 
journey to the northern mills. This is 
one of the éurves that the southern 
planter and farmer are beginning to 
get next to. and which they are meet- 
ing with constantly advancing quo- 
tations. This is why, in some instances, 
spots in the interior are quoted higher 
than in our market. 

In my correspondence of last week, 
I referred to the possibility of the 
census report covering the amount 
ginned to October 18, being of a bullish 
character. Developments the past week 
have simply seryed to strengthen this 
idea. Reports as to ginning being 
completed {n many localities, and of 
gins closing down for lack of cotton 
to gin. have been more numerous than 
ever. and this state of affairs is reflect- 
ed in the estimate put forth today by 
the National Ginners’ Association, 
which has been remarkably accurate in 
foreshadowing the government ginning 
results from time to time. The Gin- 
ners’ Association puts the total gin- 
ning to October 18 at only 5,384,000 
last vear is 6.296.000 bales. If 50 per 
cent of the crop has been ginned, the 
total yield indicated from the National 
Ginners’ figures is 10,768,000 bales. The 
conditions that have ‘prevailed, how- 
ever, as regards the weathér and the 
marketing of the crop point to the 
probability that the percentage of the 
ginning is nearer 55 per cent than 60 
per cent of the total crop. If 55 per. 
cent has been ginned, then the indi- 
cated crop is only 9,789,000 bales, 
which about meets the idea of ex- 
tremists on the bull side. 


Fifteen Cents by November 15. 

I touched last wek upon the predic- 
tions made by certain market students 
that middling cotton would be selling 
by November 15 at 15 cents. The Na- 
tional Ginners falls in line with this 
idea, and predicts, from the informa- 
tion that it has on hand and its usual- 
lv accurate knowledge of crop condi- 
tions throughout the south, that 15- 
cent cotton will be seen by November 
15. and that 20-cent cotton’ might be 
looked for after Christmas. 

If this idea continues to expand. as 
it has done recently, 15 cents for mid- 


@ling cotton will be realized quicker 


than even some of the bulls in the 
market look Yor. And this brings me 
to the third factor that has played an 
important part in the market the past 
week. 

For several months past there has 
been a gradual growth of bullish sen- 
timent which would have crystallized 
into an outburst of bullish enthusi- 
asm in the market long ago but for 
the fear. industriously encouraged by 
the bear element in the New York 
market. that the weight of the move- 
ent would, as it had in previous sea- 

3 force prices down. In former 


years. all that the spinner had to do 


was simply to buy from hand-to-mouth 
during the four heaviest months of 
the movement of the crop. and the Ifn- 
evitable effect was that the weight of 
the offerings automatically depressed 
the price to a level where the spinner 
felt that he could condescend to buy 
the south’s chief product. As a con- 
stant alliv. the spinner could depend 
upon Wall street and the professional 
element in New York to assist in the 
annual function of feasting off the 
market at the expense of the southern 
producer. This vear. however, the po- 
sition is exactiv reversed, and the spin- 
ner and not the farmer is.on the anx- 
ious seat. 
Views of President Thompson. 

Verily. the whirligig of time brings 
about its own revenge. This idea is 
the kevnote of a forceful circular re- 
cently issued by the frm of W. B. 
Thompson & Co.. cotton merchants, of 
this city. and the views contained in 
the following excerpt therefrom are 
all the more worthy of serious atten- 
tion considering the fact that the au- 
thor ts W. B. Thompson, president of 
the New Orleans Cotton Exchange: 

“Providential conditions conjoined 
with the activity of mistaken traders, 
have brought about a direct reversal 
of the relative positions of the pro- 
ducer and the consumer of raw eot- 
ton. Heretofore it has been the en- 
forced custom‘of the farmer to sel! the 
bulk ef his crop within three or four 
months. The spinner has bought his

eae as he needed them, and. as a 
rule. each .succeeding purchase, dur- 
ing the period of rapid marketing. has 
been made on a descending scale of 
prices. This year the farmer sits in 
the easy chair, if he only knew it. He 
can dole out the supplies at advancing 
prices as he the money, while 
the spinners and those who have con- 
tracted to supply them. will be put to 
the necessity of endeavoring to supply 
their wants during the same lmited 
period or three or four months. The 
farmer. who for years has been buffet- 
ed by ill-fortune. unwise methods and 
adversaries stronger than himself, has 
at last at this time the mastery of 
the market. If he realizes this great 
fact and uses his dominion wisely and 
prudently. he will not only make good 
hig present advantege, but will greatly 
strenathen his future position. He 
should not withhold all his cotton from 
the market. The farmer’s preeent in- 
terest. the interest ef the manufac- 
turing industry and through the lat- 
ter. the farmer’s ultimate interest 
again. all demand that the spinner 
should be supplied: but the supply 
should be issued evenly and gradually 
and should extend over the eight suc- 
ceeding months. Neither should he 
yield to the temptation to put all of 
his cotton upon the market at the pres- 
ent time. He would by so doing not 
only deprive himself of the logical ad- 
vance to which he is entitled, but he 
would endanger his present position 
of advantage. Even with a short crop 
it is entirely possible. to offer cetton 
in such volume as to oversupply the 
demand during some particular period, 
and to bring about thereby a tempo- 
rary break in prices. The farmer should 
not take chance. He must not 
Play into the hands of his adversaries 
by doing the very thing that the lat- 
ter have counted and gambled upon his 
doing. Heretofore it has been sug- 
gested that the farmer could wnaintain 
his advantage and make his position 
impregnable by adopting the plan of 
marketing the balance of his crop on 
the basis of 10 per cent per month. 
This is undeniably true. A specific per- 
centage was named tn order that the 
suggestion might gain the practical! 
force of a concrete rule. But no spe- 
cific percentage is essential. As the 
plan is addressed to the self-interest 
of the individual holder, so the rate at 
which he should market his crop 
should be dictated by this interest. The 
essential condition is that the remain- 
der of the crop shall not be hurled upon 
the market, nor yet congested in the 
owners’ hands, but should be distrib- 
uted evenly over the several months 
intervening between the’ present time 
and the appearance of the coming crop, 
and so on from year to year.”

in again raising its rate, this time 
from 4 per cent to 5, means that a 
bitter fight ig now on between the 
“Old Lady of Threadneedle street” and 
the big people in Wall street, who are 
behind the speculation: in stocks, 
especially Steel. 

This is the time of year when Egypt, 
Turkey and Argentina make good de- 
mands upon the Bank of England. But 
in addition to those demands, which 
were expected, Wal] street has drawn 
upon England for funds for stock mar- 
ket purposes. As a result the Bank of 
England’s reserve on Thursday stood 
at approximately $100,000,000, which is 
abnormally low for this season. Last 
week its percentage of gold reserve to 
liabilities was 44% per cent, against 
53% a month ago. A year ago at this 
time it was 561% per cent. The mini-

In a Bad Situation. 

After a long period of easy money, 
such as has been experienced for the 
past year and a half, Wall street in- 
variably gets itself overextended in 
the stock merket.

That the fight is not to be 
given up easily is evident from the 
fact that our speculators forced the 
Bank of England to raise its rate, first 
from 2% per cent to 3, then to 4 and 
finally to 6.

When the steel corporation was earne- 
ing over $40,000,000 a quarter, 
unfilled orders at 8,489,000 tons, the 
stock dia not sell within 36 points of 
the present level. When that argu- 
ment was presented to one of the most 
influential directors of the steel cor- 
poration this week, his reply was: 

“Yes, Steel is high, but it will sell 
at 125 within a year, purely on earn- 
ings.” 

Maybe so; but not with the help of 
the every-day man in the street, who 
objects te buying the stock of an in- 
dustrial company which is selling on 
31-2 per cent investment basis when 
time money is werth & per cent. 

Union Pacific's Report. 

Union Pacific’s annual report pub- 
lished on Thursday was even better 
than the company’s friends had pre- 
dicted, With an increase in $2,711,000 
in gross earnings and a decrease of 
$3,623,000 in operating expenses, the 
company was able to pay 4 per cent on 
its $99,544,000 preferred stock, and then 
show a surplus equal to 18.8 per cent 
on ita $199,302,000 common, against 
16.2 per cent and for 1908. Of the $37,- 
616,000 surplus applicable to dividends 
$17,754,000 of 50 per cent was derived 
from income from investment. 

One of the features of the Union Pa- 
cific’s statement was a table comparing 
the company’s investment holdings with 
those of a year ago. 

Since June 30, 1908 it has sold §$3,- 
578,000, par value, of Great Northern, 
$1,914,000 Northern Pacific and $4,612,- 
000 St. Paul, common, while an addi- 
tional $2,376,000 Illinois Central wae 
purchased, presumably in the open 
market. 

Under the date of October 65 Presa,- 
dent Lovett states that since June 30, 
$2,933,000 has been realized from the 
sale of Great Northern Ore sertificates. 
According to the balance sheet, the 
company had $45,780,000 in cash and 
time and call loans, and it Is known 
that only recently $53,000,000 was real- 
ized from the sale of $10,000,000 Atchi- 
son, preferred, and $37,500,000 South- 
ern Pacific connections. That should 
give the company a working balance 
of $100,000,000, with no apparent float- 
ing debt, more wealth than any rali- 
road in the country ever dreamed of 
owning.

STARTS FOR AUTO SHOW

Will Not Recognize Building.

It 
will resemble one vast display build- 
ing, with every available square foot 
of space utilized for exhibiting every 
class of automobile made in the coun- 
try. 

It will cost between $18,000 and

PRISON VISITE 
BY WiCKERSHAN 


Attorney General Makes 
an Inspection. 


“No Unfavorable Criticism to 
Make of the Prison, the Con- 
dition of the Men, or Their 
Instruction,”’ Declares Visitor 
to Atlanta. 


. 

“Look for the man higher up.” 

This remark coming frem Hon. 
George Wickersham, attorney general vo. 
the United States, who was the guest 
of Atlanta yesterday, was full of sig- 
nificance. 

The speaker is head of the depart- 
ment of fustice of the United States. 
For him thus to subscribe to the new 
thought which has recently gained in 
popularity among legal officials of botn 
state and national governments, was 
indication enough that in the adminis- 
tration of his office he means _husiness. 

The attorney general was discussing 
the reason of his trip to Atlanta. He 
was expiaining that he sought to famil- 
jarize himself thoroughly with the de-~ 
tails of his department as they were 
presented to him. On taking office at 
the head of Uncle Sam's legal depart- 
ment last March it did not occur to 
him, he said, that he would have con- 
trol over the government penitentiaries. 

“One day LaDow, superintendent ot 
prisons and prisoners, came into the 
office with a great roll of blue prints. 
‘What are these drawings for, an art 
gallery?” Jlasked. ‘No, sir,’ he said, 
‘these are the plans for extensions of 
the United States penitentiary at At- 
lanta. That awoke me to the @act that 
these institutions were under my dl- 
rection.” 

Nothing Wrong at Atlanta. 


In order to obtain detailed informa- 
tion of the penitentiary, its workings, 
condition, and needs, Mr. Wickersham 
decided to visit Atlanta at the earliest 
possible opportunity. Then his old 
friend, Captain William G. Raoul, who 
some twenty years. ago was president 
of the Mexican National railway when 
he was its chief legal officer, lives in 
Atianta. So while here Mr. Wicker- 
sham has very pleasantly mixed strict 
business with pleasant social diversion. 

“Then there is no unfavorable criti- 
cism to make of the penitentiary here?” 


he was asked. 

“Certainly not,” he replied. “I have 
been greatly impressed with the fine 
health of the men; the instruction be- 
ing given them invaluable trades; the

Few Men Have a Trade. 

“I was toh that onry 8 per cent of 
the men received at the penitentiary 
here had ever learned any trade, That 
is significant. While serving their 
terms they are taught lessons of dis- 
cipline and given an equipment in the 
shape of technical knowledge that will 
help to make them ugeful to them- 
selves and the community when they 
return once more to the ranks of free 
men.”’ 

In adverting to the various problems 
of penology to which he had been 
giving attention, he spoke of the 
National Training ‘School for Boys in 
the city of Washington, where youth- 
ful offenders between the ages of 16 
and 21 are sent. Here there is no 
rigid confinement, and the school is 
what its name implies, a training 
school rather:than a prison or a re- 
formatory. It is founded on the prin- 
ciple that if men are‘ trained ‘to do 
something well—something that will 
enable them to support themselves and 
families—a tremendous temptation to 
crime will have been removed. 

-\s to the parole system, so success- 
ful with juvenile offenders and now 
being extended to adult offenders, Mr. 
Wickersham expressed doubt as to 
whether it could be successfully intro- 
duced into the federal penitentiary 
system, but said he had not studied 
the question thoroughly enough to 
make a positive statement. 

The government now maintains four 
big penitentiaries for the punishment 
|of violators against its laws; one of 
these being located at Atlanta, another 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan.; one at 
Charlestown, W.. Va., and one near 
Seattle, Wash. When completed the 
two largest, the Atlanta and Leaven- 
worth prisons, will have the same ca- 
pacity. The Atlanta penitentiary now 
covers more ground, but the Kansas 
prison can accommodate more inmates, 

Thinks Atlanta Wonderful. 

In speaking of his trip to Atlanta, 
the attorney general expressed amaze- 
ment at the wonderful strides the city 
had taken in fifteen- years. He said 
it was quite a differene city today from 
the one he had viewed on his former 
visit. 

Mr. LaDow, who is directly in 
charge of the federal prisons, was 
equally pleased with his trip and what 
he found at the penitentiary. 

One of the pleasant incidents of the 
Atlanta visit was the attempt to trace 
the relationship between Attorney 
General Wickersham and President C. 
A. Wickersham, of the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad. The reception 
committee decided they were cousins, 
and both affable gentlemen let it go 
at that. 

Few men with so agreeable a per- 
sonality have recently visited Atlanta, 
The attorney general is an interesting 
talker, a man of wide experience and 
an able lawyer. On only one point was 
he reticent, and that was as to the de- 
tailed work of the department of jus- 
tice. 

Never a word was volunteered as 
to the attitude of the department to- 
ward the sugar trust, the other evaders 
of the tariff laws, or the octopi who 
have had their peculiar traits called 
to the attention of the legal depart- 
ment of the government. 

The one expression of Mr. Wicker- 
sham that may be taken to indicate 
his official course was the sententious 
expression, “Look for the man higher 
up. Cherchez l’ homme, That is what 
I am trying to do.” 

Greeted by Committee. 

On arriving In Atlanta over the 
Southern Railway from Washington, 
Mr. Wickersham was met. by Governor 
Joseph M. Brown, Mayor R. F. Mad- 
dox and a reception committee com- 
posed of the following: 

Congressman Lon L. Livingston, Dis- 
trict Attorney F. Carter Tate, Captain 
W. G. Reoul, an old friend of the at- 
torney general; Attorney Jack J. 
Spalding, Warden Willlam H, Moyer, 
of the federal prison; General CHfford 
L. Anderson, James H. Rinard, chief 
deputy marshal of the United States 
court for the northern district of Geor. 
gia, and President C. A. Wickersham. 
of the Atlanta and West Point Rail- 
road. 

These gentiemen greeted the attor- 
ney general as he stepped from his 
ear at the Terminal station. The 
greeting between Captain Raoul and 
Mr. Wickersham was particularly cor- 
dial. The latter was the guest of 
Captain Raoul while in the city and 
his guest at a luncheon at the Capital 
City Club at noon.

TRYING TO INCREASE 
EFFICIENCY OF CARS 


Convenience of operation is .one of 
the things striven for by every motor 
car manufacturer nowadays, and ef- 
forts in this direction do not cease on 
the higher grade cars with the proper 
piacement of the levers and pedals. 
Everything that can be done to in- 
crease the efficiency of the car and its 
handling is done, and some of .the 
larger makers have cars on the road 
continually the year around trying out 
various devices that may prove of ben- 
efit to the operator. The Pierce-Arrow 
Motor Car Company is one of these, 
and as a result of its efforts the un- 
usually large equipment furnished with 
cars of this make has been increased 
by the addition of a gear-driven alr 
pump for tires, 

The pump is located on the exhaust 
side of the motor, and is bolted to the 
main frame. A steel sliding gear is 
placed on the shaft that runs the water 
pump, and when not in use runs idle. 
When the pump is needed, however, 


this gear is brought into mesh, the. 


motor started at slow speed and in a 
few moments the tihe has been inflated. 
The gear is then moved out of mesn 
and the pump is out of operation until 
it is needed again. The convenience of 
this method of tire inflation will ap- 
peal to those who have labored in the 
hot sun ovre a hand pump. While the 
expectations may appear to be rather 
a roundabout one it is thought that the 
addition of the air pump to the equip- 
ment will add materially to the life 
of tires on Pierce-Arrow cars since 
the lack of labor involved will induce 
operators to keep their tires tully in- 
flated instead of letting them run soft 
rather than use the old-style hand- 
pump.

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SMOKING AUTOS NOT 
NECESSARY, SAYS LELAND 


Cadillac General Manager De- 
clares Nuisance Due Entire- 
ly to Faulty Oiling. 


“Tl am thoroughly tn sympathy with 
the efforts being made by the authori- 
ities in many cities to abolish the auto- 
mobile smoke nuisance,” says W. C. 
Leland, general manager of the Cadil- 
lac Motor Car Company. 

“But the city authorities, no matter 
how .vigilant they may be, nor how 
strongly backed by law and ordinance, 
cannot put an end to the nuisance. Nor 
can the driver of the ear, in the ma- 
; jority of cases. The motor car manu- 
facturers are the ones responsible for 
the cars which cough smoke with each 
piston stroke of the engine. 

“The fault, ninety-nine times in a 
hundred, is with the car's oiling sys- 
tem.

CITY GOVERNMENT WASTEFUL: 
COMMISSION PLAN ADVOCATED 


Spokane, Wash., October 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Cumbrous, irresponsible and ex- 
travagant at best, and an assurance of 
theft, inefficiency and waste if con- 
trolled by dishonest and incapable men, 
are a few of the terms employed by 
Mayor Nelson 8S. Pratt in an open letter 
to the people of Spokane directing at- 
tention to the weakness of the present 
system of municipal government and 
urging them to adopt the commission 
plan. He also announces that he will 
appoint a representative committee in 
a few days to investigate and report 
the general outline of a new city char- 
ter, primarily with a view to bringing 
the matter to an issue at a special elec- 
tion early in 1910. 

This is in line with Mayor Pratt’s 
recent declaration that he is ready to 
step out of office, to which he was 
elected last May for a term of two 
years, in the event of the adoption of 
>the commission plan, and is the result 
of the bitter qharrels among members 
of the city council and the board of 
public works. This opposition has not 
only handicapped the chief executive 
in carrying out his pledge to give the 
people of SpoKane a business adminis- 
tration, but has also delayed several 
‘million of dollars’. worth of street, 
bridge and water system improvements 
and other public'work in various parts 
of the city. 

The full text of Mavor Pratt's letter 
is appended: 

“My experience (six years) in the 
two departments of this city’s govern- 
ment, in the council and as mayor, 
coupled with careful and intimate ob- 
servation of its workings in detail. 
have persuaded me to the conclusion 
that our system is a failure. As a po- 
litical organization there ig no excuse 
for its existence, because all its func- 
tions are of a business and adminis- 
trative rather than a political nature. 
As an administrative Organization, it 
is cumbrous, irresponsible, dilatory and 
extravagant—in a word, it is totally in- 
efficient and inadequate. Even when 
controlled by honest and capable of- 


Sn . 


ficials,. auch an organigation cannot be 
successful, while if controlled by @is- 
honest and incapable men, it is doubt- 
ful if any device of human contriving 
affords greater opportunity and as- 
surance of theft, inefficiency and waste. 

“The two functions of gévernment, 
political and administrative, the first 
governing and the latter business-doing, 
apply to municipal affairs in widely 
different proportions. Probably it is 
not too much to say that nineteen- 
twentieths Of the things to be done by a 
municipality belong to the latter class. 
The American political organization 
adapted to governing—to ielgislating 
and to the laying down and enforcing 
of rules of conduct and right as te 
persons and property—is wholly une 
necessary and inadequate when used 
for the transaction of municipal bus- 
iness. 

“The ‘checks and balances’ of the 
American system of political organiza- 
tion, when applied to the administra- 
tive affairs of the city government, 
become ‘checks and hindrances,’ @jvid- 
ing or shifting the responsibility and 
producing irresponsibility. The method 
traditionally deemed necessary in polit- 
ical government, when considering 
matters of general policy, results in an 
endless catalog of municipal sins, both 
of omission and commission—unim- 
proved streets, broken pavements, de- 
fective sidewalks, inadequate sewer 
systems, delayed viaducts, insufficient 
water supply, ruined laws, lack of 


proper control over public service cor- } 


porations, and, worst of all, that most 
conspicuous blot on American govern- 
ment—municipal corruption. It places 
no premium upon official alertness, Dut 
instead is a direct incentive to official 
siothfulness, petty bickerings, cabals 
and intrigues. 

“In our city government we do vast 
quantities of business in the legislative 
manner, which, to be successful or 
economical, must be conceived and exe. 
cuted by the same man or group of 
men in the strictly administratfve man- 
ner. We pave a street with all the

“In recent years the proper solution 
of this impossible situation has appar- 
ently been found by some American 
cities. The general scheme acopted has 
been to concentrate in one sma!) body 
of men, chosen by the entire electorate, 
all the administrative and governmental 
functions of the city. As a means of 
effective efficieucy, such a plan repre- 
sents the best mode that American 

usiness experience has developed. 

lected by the popular vote and sub- 
ject to recall, such a body is fully re- 
sponsive to the people. If there is 
added to this, as a part of the general 
plan, the initiative and referendum, full 
assurance of the representative quality 
of the body is procured. 

“On the other hand, the ample pow- 
ers and responsibilities of the positions 
are sufficient to attract men of greater 
ability and caliber than are ordinarily 
obtained under our present plan. The 
experience of the cities tnat have 
adopted the system here suggested is 
altogether favorable to it. 

Upon the considerations stated, I am 
ecnvinced Spokane should take steps 
to change its form of government to 
one of the kind already indicated, and 
that the change should be effected with 
all reasonable expedition. To that end I 
purpose, within a few days, to name a 
committee to investigate ana report as 
soon as practicable upon the general 
plan and outline of a proposed charter, 
such as I have herein suggested. 

“I earnestly suggest to the citidens 
of Spokane that in the meantime they 
give to this subject their thoughtful: 
consideration, and that with a view to 
intelligent discussion of any proposed 
plan they inform themselves as fully 
as possible concerning the experience 
of other cities having the commissio:, 
form of government.” 


Last English King in Battle. 

The battle of Dettingen, in Bavaria, 
on the 16th (27th O. S.) of June, 1748, 
between the British, Hanoverian and 
Hessian troops (52,000 men), under 
command of George II., and the 
Frecnh troops (60,000 men), under 
Marshal Noailles, which resulted in 
the victory of the allied troeps, was 
the last occasion on which an English 
king fought on the battlefield. His 
majesty continued the whole time in 
the heat of all the action, which was 
said by those who witnessed it to have 
been as fierce a conflict as had ever 
been known. 

On the morning of the battle the 
king appeared in the same red coat 
he had worn at Oudenarde, thirty-five 
years before, taking his place at the 
head of the seven battalions of guards. 
About noon he ordered a general ad- 
vance, and during the movements it 
entailed he was very nearly taken by 
the enemy, but was rescued by the 
Twenty-second regiment, who, in re- 
membrance, wore a sprig of a oak in 
their Caps upon the anniversary of the 
battle for many years afterward.

The Australian rabbit 
brings forth its first family—of up to 
nine or ten—at the age of three months, 
Thereafter, the doe produces the same 
litter every month.

The carcasses of dead rabbits poisoned 
the air, and caused a plague of files, 
which passed from them to the sheep, 
causing among them a serious diséSee.

Panic: measures were at first tried to 
stem the tide.

enclosure of 16,000 acres or so the rab- 
bit, it was found, could be exterminat- 
ed.

Water-hole traps were found very 
efficacious in dealing with the rabbit. 
The pastoral holdings of Australia are 
mostly in dry country. Water holes 
are few and far between. The squatter 
would carefully fence * with rabbit- 
fencing all the water holes on his 
Yrun,” as his estate would be called 
in Australia. But at certain places lit- 
tle yards, having access to the water, 
would be provided. Into these yards 
the rabbits could enter, but they could 
not get out. Overnight the yards would 
be filled with rabbits, and they would 
be destroyed in the morning with 
sticks. 

The rabbit in Australia is now kept 
in check. The Httle animal is still a 
nuisance—a most expensive nuisance, 
but he no longer actually threatens the 
life of the pastoral industry. 

Money, too, is made out of him. 
Trapped—not poisoned—rabbits are ex- 
ported frozen to Great Britain. Rabbit 
skins are utilized for leather, and rab- 
bit fur for felt making. So changed is

partly to keep the tribe in check. The 
traps would catch more buck habbits 
than does, as the male wanders about 
more than the female.

When 
trapping was for some reason stopped 
for a few years, the rabbits decreased 
very much in number and size. 

Someone has calculated that the rab- 
bits in Australia must reach to the 
number of 1,000,000,000,000. But, of 
course, there is no means of taking a 
census; the calculation is largely guess 
work, its foundation being a rough 
numbering of the rabbits, to be found 
in an acre of country, and multiplying 
that by the number of rabbit-infested 
acres. 

Another theorist on the rabbit prob- 
lem suggests that some day the rabbit 
will actually be cultivated and im- 
proved in Australia, as the sheep was, 
his fur lengthened, and the value of 
his skin thus improved, both as cloth- 
ing in cold climates and as the basis 
of felt for hats.
